Bat  alas,  for  the  ranity  of  all  hu- 
man expectations.  Two  sons  of  Coke  have 
tried  the  fruits  of  so  much  labor,  and  bave 
k  found  it  wanting,  as  will  be  aeen  by  our  re- 
*  port  of  last  night's  proceedings  of  the  City 
Council.  The  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means  being  very  doubtful  as  to  what  sources 
of  revenue  they  could  reckon  upon  under  the 
charter,  submitted  a  number  of  questions  as 
to  the  powers  of  the  Corporation  for  the 
opinion  of  two  of  the  most  eminent  counsel 
in  the  colony.  The  latter,  after  maturely 
considering  the  matter,  returned  soeb  an- 
swers as  must  for  all  practical  purposes 
render  the  Act  a  dead  letter.  It  cannot  be 
expected  that  the  Council  are  going  to  act  in 
the  face  of  all  the  defects  which  are  apparent 
in  the  only  authority  by  which  they  have 
any  right  at  all  to  exist.  Their  only  course, 
therefore,  is  to  follow  tbe  advice  of  their 
legal  advisers,  and  obtain  the  assistance  of 
the  Legislature  to  have  the  imperfections  of 
the  Aot  remedied  without  delay.

GREAT  BATTLES  IN  MARYLAND  AND  VIRGINIA ! 

THE  REBELS  DRIVEN  OUT  OF  MARY- 
LAND AND  SURROUNDED.

The  steamer  Eliza  Anderson  arrived  this  morn- 
ing at  6  o'clock,  bringing  war  dates  to  the  20th. 
The  new s,  which  we  give  below,  is  highly  impor- 
taat: 

New  York,  Sept.  16. — Steamer  Champion 
from  Aspinwall,  has  arrived. 

Washington,  Sept.  16.— At  eight  o'clock 
Sunday  morning,  McClcllan'surmy  came  fairly 
op  with  the  enemy  posted  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  mountains,  stretching  on  a  line 
north  and  south  ffom  Middletown,  on  Kugers- 
town  road,  to  Jefferson,  on  Harper's  Ferry 
road.  Our  right,  under  Burnside,  rested  in 
Middletown,  and  onr  left  under  Franklin,  in 
Jefferson.  A  general  engagement  ensued; 
McClellun  necessarily  attuckx-ing  the  enemy 
in  their  advantageous  position.  The  battle 
was  obstiuatcly  contested  until  9  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  by  which  time  the  euemy  were  grad 
ually  driven  np  South  Mountain  and  over  its 
top  into  the  valley  on  tbe  other  side. 

Sunday's  battle  was  fought  principally 
with  infantry  and  artillery  ;  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  bring  artillery  into  field  in  full 
pluy.  Captain  Gibbons,  however,  with 
much  labor  succeeded  in  getting  upon  the 
monntain  to  the  right  of  the  iutndtry.  ana 
did  good  execut;on. 

Frederick,  Sept.  16. —  \Wj  regret  to  an- 
Bounce  the  surrender  of  Harper's  Ferry, 
with  all  the  forces  and  stores  there  to  the 
euemy  at  9  a.  m.  on  Monday. 

The  whole  force  from  tbe  heights  returned 
to  the  Ferry  in  safety  with  the  guns  from 
Camp  Hill,  using  them  on  the  enemy  whe 
they  attempted  to  pursue  our  retreating 
loroea. 

2.300  cavalry  escaped  Sunday  night,  catting 
their  way  through  the  enemy  and  arriving  at 
Greaoceatle,  1'enn.,  with  little  loss.  The  bal- 
ance of  the  troops,  numbering  from  6000  to 
8000,  with  Gen.  White's  command  from  Mar- 
tiusburg,  surrendered  Monday,  p.  m.

The  advantage  gained  yesterday  Is  thought  to  be 
more  important  than  at  first  supposed.  On  San- 
day  the  South  Carolina  brigade  was  entirely  out  up 
either  Killed,  wounded  or  token  prisoner,.  Howell 
Cobb  was  wounded  and  captured  ;  Gen.  Lee  was 
wounded ;  Gen.  Garland  wa,  killed.

— Ad  official  dis- 
patch from  McClellau,  six  o'clock  this  A.  M.,  j 
says:   But  little  occurred  yesterday  except 
skirmishing :  Last  night,  the  rebels  abandoned  ' 
their  position,  leaving  their  dead  and  wounded 
on  the  field.    Wo  are  again  in  pursuit. 

A  dispatch  dated  half  past  teu.  says  Pleas- 
untoa  is  driving  the  enemy  across  the  river. 
Our  victory  is  complete.  The  enemy  has  been 
driven  back  into  Virginia.  Maryland  and 
Pennsylvania  aro  now  safe.  In  the  battle  on 
Wednesday  General  Meagher  was  killed. 

Baltimore,  Sept.  19. — A  gentleman  wjio 
ielt  the  battle-field  at  9  o'clock  Wednesday 
njgbt.  says  our  forces  occupy  positions  chosen 
by  the  enemy  at  the  commencement  of  the 
fight,  and  that  the  rebels  were  driven  buck  a

The  battle- 
field was  located  in  a  gorge  of  the  mountain  j 
on  the  turnpike  between  Middletown  and  ! 

At  12  o'clock,  Gen.  Reno  or-  < 
dered  tbe  ascent  of  the  mountain  on  the  left 
for  the  purpose  of  Hanking  the  cdemy.  Tbe 
battle  that  followed  with  musketry  lor  half  an 
hour  was  terrible,  resulting  in  tbe  euemy  giv-  1 
iog  way  and  leaving  our  troops  in  possession 
of  that  part  of  the  ridge.   General  Hooker 
ascended  tbe  mountain  of  the  right,  getting  his  I 
troops  into  position  and  moving  en  the  enemy,  j 
Two  hours  before  sundown,  as  on  tbe  ridge,  our 
troops  were  successful  in  driving  the  enemy 
before  them  with  great  slaughter. 

The  rebels  have  sofferea  mare  than  at  any  . 
other  parts  of  the  field.   If  our  troops  could  ' 
bave  bad  daylight  for  two  hours  longer  the  1 
greater  portion  of  the  rebel  army  wonld  have  1 
been  captured,  as  they  were  nearly  surrounded 
on  all  sides.   They  escaped,  however,  through 
a  narrow  defile  in  the  mountain  which  our  ar- 
tillery would  bave  made  impassable.  All 
their  wounded  were  left  on  the  field  General 
Franklin's  attack  on  the  enemy  at  Barketts- 
ville  Gap,  six  miles  from  Harper's  Ferry,  also  ' 
resulted  in  their  complete  route  alter  a  single 
charge.   Gen.  Hancock's  Brigade  captured 
tbe  batteries  (six  pieces)  or  Howell  Cobb. 
Cobb  lost  nine  hundred  ot  his  Georgians  dur- 
ing the  day  and  night.   Fully  15,000  of  the 
enemy  were  killdd,  wounded  and  missing. 

Frederick  Citv,  Sept.  16— After  the  bat* 
ties  of  Sooth  Mountaiu  Gap  and  Barken, 
ville  Gap,  the  rebels  fell  back  r  upidly  to 
Boonsboro  and  thence  southward  to  Sharps- 
burg,  and  began  crossing  the  Potomae  above 
and  below  Sharpsville.  The  pursuit  by  oar 
troops  is  rapid.  Longstreet  marched  from 
Hagerstown  to  reinforce  the  troops  fighting 
at  the  Gap,  and  arrived  io  time  to  join  the 
root.  Previous  to  the  news  of  the  surrender 
of  Harper's  Ferry,  such  a  disposition  bad 
been  made  of  onr  troops  as  would  bave  re- 
sulted in  the  capture  of  nearly  the  entire 
rebel  force.  . 

The  number  of  prisoners  sent  to  the  rear 
yesterday,  will  probably  reach  eight  thou* 
sand.  Our  loss  will  not  exceed  two  thou 
sand  killed  and  wounded,  with  a  1101.1  pro- 
portion missing. 

Washington,  Sept.  17. — The  Herald's 
dispatch  from  Frederick,  Sept.  16th,  says, 
an  officer  just  from  Harper's  Ferry  reports 
the  rebels  have  evacuated  that  place  in  great 
haste,  not  even  waiting  to  parole  the  prison- 
ers taken. 

Harrisbcrf,  Sept.  17.— The  bastle  yes- 
terday closed  without  any  definite  result. 
No  firing  was  heard  at  Hagerstown  after  4 
o'clock.  Stragglers  came  in  who  reported 
tbot  the  rebels  were  surroonded*  A  buttle 
commenced  near  Gettyaville  this  mornind. 
Jackson  reinforced  Lee  with  40.000  troop,, 
and  our  forces  were  reinrored  with  30,000. 
Up  to  the  latest  advices  victory  allurainates 
our  standard.  The  impression  prevails  in 
Hagerstown  that  the  whole  rebel  army  has 
been  badly  used  up.  Confidence  prevails 
here  that  we  have  won  a  great  and  decisive 
victory. 

The  rebel  Gen.  Hill  is  killed.  A  severe  engage- 
ment took  place  yesterday  near  Sharpsuurg,  in 
which  the  enemy  suffered  considerable  slaughter. 
Burnside  has  retaken  Harper's  Ferry. 

Philadelphia,  18th.— A  special  from  Hagers- 
town says  the  tight  of  Tuesday  raged  with  great 
spirit  till  sundown,  when  the  rebels  were  flanked 
by  Hooker  and  Porter  and  severely  punished. 

In  the  morning  tbe  fight  was  renewed  with  vigor 
by  the  rebels.  The  battle  lasted  till  4  o'clnck.p  ra. 
when  the  rebel,  retreated  and  left  Long,trcet  and  a 
remnant  of  hi,  division  in  our  hands. 

The  entire  rebel  army  will!  be  captured  or  killed 
as  the  Potomac  is  rising  and  our  troup,  are  push- 
ing them  continually. 

Six  batteries  of  Longgtreet's  division  were  csp- 
tnred  yesterday.  It  is  said  16,000  prisoners  have 
been  taken  since  Sunday. 

New  York,  18.— The  Herald's  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  17th  says  that  at  three 
o'clock  this  p.  m.,  intelligence  was  received 
that  since  five  o'clock  this  morning  the 
fiercest  and  most  sanguinary  battlo  of  tho 
war  is  progressing.  All  th/  corps  d'armie 
which  McCiellan  took  with  him  to  Frodercik 
were  massed  at  a  point  indicated,  and  an 
engagement  appears  to  have  ensued  between 
the  whole  two  armies. 

Informal  ion  is  received  that  McClellnn 
destroyed  the  aqueduct  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Antiaem  Creek,  and  the  bridge  across  that 
creek  leading  to  Shnrpsburg— thus  culling 
off  the  retreat  of  the  rebels  in  tbe  direction  of 
Sheppardsville. 

Frederick,  Md.,  Sept.  17.— This  has  been 
an  eventful  day  in  the  history  of  the  re- 
bellion. At  daylight  the  buttle  was  renewed 
on  the  centre  and  right  by  Hooker  and  Sum- 
mer, who,  after  •  sharp  contest  ol  two  hours, 
drove  the  enemy  a  mile  back.  Tbey  rallied 
shortly,  and  with  terrible  loss,  retook  most 
of  the  lost  ground.  Hooker  received  a  shot 
in  the  ancle,  and  was  carried  from  the  field. 
Tho  eo  -rnnud  devolved  upon  Summer,  who 
retook  the  lost  ground,  and  drove  the  rebels 


of  the  day.  McCiellan  regarded  tbe  result  as 
a  glorious  victory,  thovgh  not  as  a  final  one.  I 
The  final  result  would  depend  ou  who  got  re- 
iuforcenieuls  first.  Our  informant  says  nothing 
had  beco  heard  ou  tbe  field  of  tho  capt  nr.:  of 
Longstreet.  which  was  rumored.  It  wus  prob- 
ably untrue. 

Twenty  thousand  reinforcements  were  ex- 
pected from  Harrisburg  yesterday. 

Bl'f.palo,  X.  Y.,  Sept.  18. — A  fire  occurred 
this  morning  on  Norton  and  Water  streets, 
which  destroyed  property  valued  at  $300,000 ; 
about  one-third  was  insured. 

Chicago,  Sept.  1 9. — A  frightful  explosion  of 
tbe  Alleghany  Arsenal  occurred  on  Wednesday 
afternoon.  About  175  boys  and  girls  were  in 
the  building,  ot  whom  80  or  90  were  killed. 

Harrisburg,  Sept.  19. — Heavy  cannonad- 
ing on  the  Potomac  was  heard  at  Hagerstown 
to-day. 

Yrkka,  Sept  21. 
Washington,  Sept.  19. — A  cavalry  recou- 
noissance  from  Heiotzleman's  headquarters 
yesterday,  went  within  3  miles  ol  Thorough- 
fare Gap,  performing  the  80  miles  in  less  than 
20  hours.  Near  the  Gup  tbey  discovered  a 
small  force  and  captured  30  of  them,  among 
whom  were  several  officers. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  19,  midnight. — The 
following  is  just  received  frem  McClellan's 
army. 

Early  last  night  the  enemy  commenced  cross- 
ing tbe  Sbepardtown  bridge,  and  lorded  above 
and  below. 

During  tbe  nigbt  McCiellan  advanced  a 
battery  and  shelled  them. 

The  dead  and  wounded  found  this  morning 
evioced  tbe  ability  oj  our  officers  in  directing 
the  fire  of  oar  gans. 

Geo.  Pleasantou  was  dispatched  this  morn- 
ing in  pursuit  with  two  batteries  and  two  reg- 
iments of  inlaotry  to  Thoroughfare  Gap,  and 
succeeded  in  cutting  off  a  large  amount  of 
ammunition,  supplies,  &c,  besides  a  small  por- 
tion of  a  South  Carolina  brigade. 

Pleaaanton  shelled  the  enemy  with  effect 
as  they  passed  through  tbe  Gap.  Tbe  last 
seen  of  them  they  were  flying  in  the  direc- 
tion ot  Winchester,  and  it  is  supposed  they 
would  retreat  precipitately  to  Richmond. 

Our  entire  army  has  crossed  Antietam 
Creek,  and  was  massed  between  there  and 
the  Potomac,  opposite  Sbepardtown. 

There  is  every  evidence  that  McCiellan 
would  cross  the  river. 

The  loss  in  Generals  and  field  officers  in 
our  army  is  so  large  as  to  be  unaccountable. 
Rebel  deserters  represent  the  loss  of  their 
otfioers  as  equally  severe. 

It  is  unqerstood  BumsiJes  crossed  into 
Virginia  via  Harper's  Ferry,  and  is  moving 
on  the  enemy  somewhere. 

Deserters  assert  that  the  recent  movement 
of  the  rebels  escaping  into  Virginia  was  sole- 
ly directed  by  Stonewall  Jackson. 

Generals  Lee  and  Longstreet  were  either 
wounded  or  too  fatigued  to  be  efficient. 

Harrisbdrq,  Sep.  19. — A  feeling  of  perfect 
security  prevails  iu  official  circles.  Quite  a 
Dumber  of  wounded  have  arrived  here  uud  at 
other  points  in  tbe  Cumberland  valley.  Rebels 
took  advantage  of  tbe  cessation  of  hostilities 
yesterday,  to  make  necessary  arrangements  for 
their  retreat. 

The  main  body  crossed  the  river — some  say 
at  Harper's  Ferry,  and  Bothers  at  Dam  No. 
Four. 

New  York,  Sept.  20.-Tbe  Herald's  Wash- 
ington dispatdh  says  information  is  received 
that  rebels  destroyed  tbo  bridge  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  and  blew  up  the  piers;  and  destroyed 
everything  possible  at  the  ferry,  and  along  the 
line  of  the  roud  to  Mai  tiusburg,  including  a 
splendid  bridge  at  that  point. 

Louisville,  Sept.  20.  —  At  surrender  of 
Mumlbrdsville,  Wednesday  morning,  the  rebels 
took  4000  prisoners,  who  are  reported  as  being 
subsequently  paroled.  In  Sunday's  fight  at 
that  point  tbe  rebelB  attacked  ns  with  11  regi- 
ments. Tuesday  there  wus  11  honrs  skirmish- 
ing, the  rebels  endeavoring  to  gain  the  north 
bank  of  tbe  river.  Buckner's  division  wus 
added  to  the  attacking  force,  and  the  fight  re- 
newed. Wednesday  it  continued  until  the 
Federals'  ammunition  gave  out  ;  a  surrender 
followed. 

St.  Louis,  Sep.  20. —  Wednesday  our 
troops  fought  vigorously,  and  so  pushed  the 
rebels  that  they  came  at  bay.  McCiellan 
sent  word  that  they  would .  be  given  four 
hours  in  which  to  surrender  the  **hoie  army. 
Believing  themrelves  able  to  sustain  another 
fight  they  refused  to  surrender. 

McCiellan  upened  fire  again,  denling 
death  among  their  ranks.  The  gronnd  waa 
strewed  with  dead  and  wounded*  The  reb- 
els are  completely  surrounded  without  a 
possibility  of  escape.  There  was  no  fight 
Thursday,  as  our  army  felt  sure  of  its  prey. 
They  must  surrender.  Friday  morning  tbe 
battle  was  renewed  at  Sharpsb'urg.  No  par- 
ticulars bave  yet  been  received. 


EUROPEAN. 
The  London  Peace  Society  has  issued  an  address 
urging  the  Americans  to  make  peace. 

The  rebel  steamer  Two  Hundred  and  Ninety, 
now  called  Alabama,  commanded  by  Semme,,  re- 
ceived her  armament  at  aea.and  will  cruise  and  at- 
took  Northern  commerce. 

The  London  journal,  generally  take  a  gloomy 
view  of  American  affairs  as  respects  the  "edoral 
Government. 

Garibaldi  had  arrived  at  Spezxia.  In  the 
action  which  resulted  in  his  defeat  and  cap- 
ture, he  was  wounded  in  the  thigh  and  foot 
with  a  bayonet.  His  retreat  waa  out  oh*  and 
an  unconditional  surrender  seemed  inevit- 
able, bat  a  desperate  though  unsuccessful 
resistence  waa  nevertheless  made. 

Nothing  has  beeu  done  as  to  his  final  dispo- 
sition. There  is  a  rumor  that  tbe  Govern- 
ment contemplates  sending  him  to  America. 
Popular  demoastrations  in  his  favor  bave  oc- 
cutred  io  several  places,  bnt  they  have  been 
put  down. 

The  papers  generally  think  the  event  must 
hasten  tho  solution  of  the  Roman  question, 
and  cause  tbe  French  to  withdraw  from  Home.

Letter ^rom  Mr.  Jeffrey.. 

Victobu,  Sept,  25,  1862. 

Editor  British  Colonist: — There  has 
alreadv  been  so  much  printed  in  the  public 
journals  in  relation  to  Cariboo,  that  I  find  it 
difficult  to  make  a  suitable  selection  of  items 
that  will  interest  tbe  readers  of  your  valu- 
able sheet;  but,  believing  that  facts  will 
bear  a  perusal  at  all  times,  I  therefore  under- 
take to  give  the  readers  of  the  Colonist  a 
"true  and  unvarnished  leJe'f  ef  Cariboo  as — 
experienced  by  me  tbe  post  season. 

Many  adventurers  have  been  much  dis- 
appointed io  relation  to  the  mines,  both  in 
their  richness  and  extent ;  and  where  baa 
there  ever  been  a  ru-;L  for  rich  gold  mines 
but  a  great  many  would  cry  '-bosh  !"  "bum- 
bug  !"  and  denounce  the  country  aa  unfit  in 
every  particular  for  the  habitation  of  man. 
Tbe  new-comers  in  British  Colombia  the 

Siasl  season  were  doomed  to  be  disapointed, 
or  they  had  not  even  thought  of  tbe  pro- 
bability of  failing  to  obtain  a  ''paying  claim" 
in  British  Columbia;  and  upon  reaching 
the  mining  district  of  Antler  Creek  things 
looked  so  entirely  different  from  what  they 
had  painted  them  in  their  imagination,  that 
many  remained  just  long  enough  to  dispose 
of  their  ictas,  and  then  commenced  retracing 
their  steps.  Some  of  the  new-comers  left 
the  country  without  washing  a  pan  of  dirt  or 
putting  a  pick  in  the  ground,  and  this  class 
has  done  muoh  to  dishearten  others  whom 
they  met  on  the  road.  Were  these  men  pre- 
pared to  give  or  form  any  idea  of  the  (fari- 
boo  mines?  No. 

To  attempt  a  description  of  the  country 
would  baffle,  I  think,  the  descriptive  powers 
of  a  Russell,  therefore  it  would  be  futile  in 
me  to  attempt  it.  The  road  to  the  mines  is 
a  long  one,  but  by  no  means  difficult  or 
dangerous  to  travel ;  it  can  be  easily  made 
on  horseback  from  Lillooet  in  five  days.  The 
impression  has  been  pretty  general  that 
there  was  much  danger-  in  travelling  over  it, 
and  a  great  many  hardships  and  privations 
to  be  endured,  but  in  all  this  the  writer  baa 
been  most  agreeably  disappointed,  far  in- 
stead of  having  to  "  camp  out "  and  cook, 
there  are  houses  that  can  be  reached  daily, 
where  man  and  beast  can  be  furnished  ail 
the  necessaries,  together  with  some  of  tbe 
delicacies  of  the  season,  at  prices  ranging 
from  91  to  SI  50  per  meal. 

Tbe  minea  are  both  rich  and  extensive 
and  becauae  all  who  went  to  Cariboo  did  not 
make  their  piles  is  no  proof  to  the  contrary ; 
for  all  gold  excitements  that  I  have  ever 
heard  of  have  been  loudly  decried  by  some. 
It  waa  particularly  so  in  relation  to  Cali- 
fornia, and  is  there  a  man  of  souod  sense 
who  will  now  sav  that  California  is  a  hum- 
bag?  I  think  they  will|  indeed  be  scarce. 
I  candidly  believe  that  this  will  be  the  case 
with  Cariboo,  for  there  are  rich  diggings 
there  and  tbey  are  being  profitably  worked 
by  their  fortunate  owners.  When  I  assert 
lhat  there  are  rich  claims  in  Cariboo  I  do 
not  refer  solely  to  some  fonr  or  fire  claim* 
or  companies  on  Williams  Creek,  for  Cariboo 
embraces  a  large  extent  of  mineral  lands  re* 
mote  from  this  celebrated  oreek,  through 
whioh  pass  many  little  creeks  aad  their 
tributaries  which  are  turning  ootthe  precious 
metal  hi  paying  quantities.  Among  thorn 
are  Lowhee,  Last  Chance,  Chisholm  Creeka 
and  many  others  that  might  be  enumerated. 
On  all  of  these  creeks  there  are  some  rick 

claims.   — 

The  severity  of  tbe  past  winter  rendered  it 
indeed  difficult  last  spring  for  a  new-comer 
to  prospect  for  a  claim  with  success ;  for 
tbe  earth  remained  frozen  until  late  in  July, 
and  the  entire  face  of  the  country  covered 
with  snow  and  water,  rendering  it  difficult 
to  know  where  ground  was  not  claimed,  and 
favorable  to  the  eye  for  prospecting. 

And  notwithstanding  all  these  difficulties, 
men  persevered  and  some  of  them  have  been 
rewarded  with  good  claims.  The  scarcity  of 
provisions  and  the  difficulty  of  carrying  them 
often  forty  miles  aud  more,  rendered  the 
chance  of  discovering  new  creeks  slim  indeed 
but  still  new  creeks  have  been  discovered  and 
arc  being  worked  profitably  by  their  adven- 
turous and  worthy  owners. 

Provisions  of  all  kinds  are  now  in  the  mines 
in  great  abundance  end  those  whose  pecuniary 
condition  euabled  them  to  remain  can  pros- 
pect the  country  with  comparatively  liite 
trouble  ;  for  at  this  season  of  the  year  there  is 
but  little  water  iu  tho  streams  and  on  tbe  hilt 
side,  making  traveling  over  the  mountains 
quite  gotid. 

I  here  are  in  Cariboo  at  tho  present  time 
some  Gfteeo  hundred  miners,  and  the  maj  irity 
are  making  some  money.  There  is  said  to 
have  been  an  immigration  amounting  to  near 
nine  thousand  the  pa«t  season.  This  caused 
provisions  to  command  a  high  price  ;  but  as 
the  largest  part  have  left,  provisions  can  now 
be  obtaiued  io  quantity  at  a  fair  price,  and 
there  is  no  danger  of  there  being  a  scarcity  tbe 
coming  spring. 

The  writer  of  theso  few  lines  has  do  motive 
io  writing  about  Cariboo  other  than  a  desire 
to  place  it  before  your  readers  as  it  really  ii. 
The  country  I  believe  to  be  rich  and  extensive, 
and  time  will  bear  me  oat  in  tbe  assertion.  I 
will  not  advise  a  single  man  to  try  his  luek  in 
the  Cariboo  minea,  but  all  who  have  nothing 
to  do  at  home  and  can  conveniently  spare 
some  four  or  five  hundred  dollars  might  come 
and  try  the  new  Dorado  ot  British  Columbia.

Right  of  Appeal  from  Summary  Deci- 
sions of  Magistrates. 

We  nre  glad  to  perceive  that  Mr.  Ring 
has  taken  up  this  subject  in  the  House  of 
Assembly.    At  the  sitting  on  Tuesday  last 

he  applied  for  leave  "  to  bring  in  a  bill  to 
give  the  accused  the  right  of  appeal  in  all 
cases  of  summary  decision*  by  the  Stipen- 
diary and  other  Magistrates  of  Petty  Ses- 
sions in  this  Colony,  and  to  expedite  the 
bringing  of  such  appeals."    The  imperfect 
state  of  the  law  in  respect  to  such  matters 
has  hitherto  been  a  subject  of  complaint  by 
all  those  who  have  had  anything  to  do  with 
it.     The  member  for  Nanuimo  has,  no 
doubt,  in  the  courso  of  his  profes«ionul  expe- 
rience, met  with  many  instances  of  decided 
injustice  and  injury  being  inflicted  upon 
individuals  by  Magistrates'  decisions,  for 
which  there  was  no  redress.    The  necessity 
of  rendering  the  law  in  this  Colony  more 
dearly  suited  to  remedy  such  a  Btate  of 
things  is  at  once  apparent.    There  can  bo  no 
two  opinions  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
principle  ot  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  sum- 
mary decisions  of  one  or  two  Magistrates. 
The  extreme  danger  of  entrusting  so  much 
arbitrary  power  to  any  individual  without 
such  a  rneaiia  of  redress,  shows  the  neces- 
sity of  it.    In  a  new  country  like  this,  the 
number  of  men  from  whom  selection  can  be 
made  to  fill  judicial  offices  roust  necessarily 
be  extremely  limiteJ.    The  qualities  natu- 
ral and  acquired  requisite  10  constitute  a 
Magistrate  full  to  the  lot  of  but  very 
Even  should  the  best  men  bo  selected 
rill  be  found  wanting  in  many  a  par- 
ticular.   They  will  be  subject  to  nil  the  tail- 
ings and  temptations  of  ordinary  human 
nature.    We  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  the 
fact  that  they  will  be  liable  lo  errors  of 
judgment,  and   even  be  found  sometimes 
willing  to  stretch  a  point  or  two  to  please 
others  or  gratify  private  pique  and  prejudice. 
It  is  important  that  the  guilty  should  be  fer- 
reted out  and  punished  ;  but  it  is  equally,  if 
not  more  important,  that  the  law  should 
never  be  instrumental  in  inflicting  wrong 
upon  even  tne  meanest  individual  amongst 
us.    The  liberty  of  the  subject  has  always 
been  most  jealously  guarded  by  the  law  of 
Britain.    Absolutism  in  all  its  shapes  and 
forms  has  to  give  way  before  the  decision  of 
a  jury.    That  righ\  of  appeal  which  Mr. 
Ring  now  seeks  to  facilitate  is  the  shield 
which  intervenes  between  the  accused  and 
the  injurious  results  of  an  unjust  magisterial 
sentence,  by  subjecting  the  caae  to  be  re- 
viewed by  a  jury  of  one's  peers.    We  saya 
jury,  because  we  consider  that  that  is  the 
only  kind  of  appeal  likely  to  be  of  any  ser- 
vice in  this  country.    Here  jurymen  will  bo 
found  of  a  more  intelligent  class  than  the 
generality  of  those  in  older  countries;  while 
those  sitting  in  a  judicial  capacity  will  be 
found,  without  exception, to  be  men  without 
the  advantages  of  professional  education  and 
notoriously  less  independent  than  the  same 
in  England. 

is  ample  work  before  Mr.  Ring  and 
other  member  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly, in  searching  out  whnt  this  Colony  wants 
in  the  way  of  good,  substantial  law,  and  ap- 
plying remedies  wherever  they  shall  be 
found  deficient.  Much  pruning  and  mould- 
ing of  our  laws  and  institutions  is  yet  re- 
quired to  place  us  in  anything  like  aa  favor- 
able a  position  as  other  countries.

Debate  in  the  Assembly  on  the  Nom- 
inal Salary  Resolution. 

In  the  House  of  Assembly  on  Tuesday,  23d 
insl.,  Mr.  Trimble's  resolution  "  That  an  ad- 
dress be  presented  to  His  Kxcelleucy  the  Gov- 
ernor, praying  that  a  nominal  salary  be  paid 
to  Her  Majesty's  representative  in  this  House," 
was  taken  up.  Mr.  Tolmie  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Trimble,  in  rising  to  move  the  adoption 
of  the  resolution,  stated  bis  reasons  for  bring- 
ing forward  the  measure.  He  had  consulted  a 
legal  gentleman  on  the  subject,  and  had  been 
informed  that  the  Franchise  Act  of  1860  had 
do  binding  effect  upon  a  member  of  the  House 
appointed  to  a  position  without  salary.  If  the 
Honse  had  a  Minister  receiving  a  salary,  he 
woold  be  expected  to  do  bis  duty,  and  if  he 
did  not,  toe  House  woold  have  the  power  of 
shipping  him.   No  reflection  was  intended  to 


public  and  private  business  upon  him,  and 
not  from  a  lack  of  desire  to  furnish  the  requir- 
ed information  on  the  part  of  either  the 
Minister  or  the  Government.    As  regarded 
a  salary,  he  would  scorn  to  do  the  duties 
for  pay.    No  amount  of  money  would  com- 
pensate him  for  the  onerous  duties  which  he 
was  daily  called  on  to  petforrn.    Look  at 
the  miserable  Mate  of  the  colonial  finances 
— look  at  the  calls  on  government  for  money 
from  all  sides,  and  why  rush  into  additional 
expenditure  by  granting  additional  salary 
where  none  was  required  ?    No  person  pos- 
sessed of  a  particle  of  spirit  womd  take  pay 
for  suoh  drudgery  as  he  performed — no  man 
wi'h  any  respect  for  himself  would  do  it.  It 
was  perfectly  competent  for  the  House  to 
express  a  want  of  confidence  In  him  it  not 
satisfied,  and  no  person  with  any  self-respect 
would  remain  after  the  passage  of  such  a 
vote. 

Mr.  Ring  asked  if  it  could  not  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  heads  of  departments  might 
come  into  the  House  whenever  requested  and 
and  give  information  on  matters  connected 
with  their  several  departments. 

Mr.  Cary  reptied  that  all  information  now 
required  from  them  was  handed  to  him  by 
the  heads  of  departments,  and  by  him  laid 
before  the  House. 

Mr.  Buruaby  thought  that  the  Governor's 
letter  to  the  House  was  extremely  vague,  and 
did  not  plaoa  the  Attorney  General  in  the 
position  of  an  accredited  minister.  Tbo 
nominal  salary  was  to  compel  any  future 
minister  to  appeal  to  the  people  to  confirm 
his  appointment  as  minioler  in  the  House  ; 
but  he  was  hardly  prepared  to  vote  for  tho 
measure  now.  It  must  corne  before  the 
House  before  long  in  the  form  of  a  constitu- 
tional measure,  and  it  was  for  this  House  to 
decide  whether  it  was  prepared  to  grapple 
with  that  great  question  now.  '  He  thought

The  Rebels  Still  Moving  Northward. 


IHcCLELLAN  IN  THEIR  HEAR, 


15,000  Rebels  Menace  Cincinnati 


Yukka,  Sept.  13,  1852. 

Louisvillk,  Sept.  10. — Passengers  state 
that  Gen.  Dupont  evacuated  Lebanon,  Ky. 
It  is  rumored  tho  placo  was  occupied  same 
evening  by  4000  rebels  from  Lexington. 
There  are  a  number  of  conflicting  rumors  in 
circulation  in  regard  to  skirmishes  at  Rus- 
selville  and  other  points,  bat  nothing  relia- 
ble ns  to  results  can  bo  procured. 

Scouts  from  Nashville,  who  arrived  at 
Russelville  yesterday,  report  that  the  coun- 
try is  full  of  small  gangs'  of  guerrillas.  Ross 
states  that  Gens.  Ne^ley  and  Starkweather 
are  at  Bowling  Green  with  8000  men,  and 
that  Bnell  had  arrived  at  Nashville  with  his 
entire  army,  42,000  strong. 

Advices  from  Mount  Sterling,  Ky.,  pay 
that  Humphrey  Marshall  was  there  with 
40,000  men.  It  is  also  reported  that  a  rebel 
cavalry  force  occupied  Eminence,  Ky.,  last 
night. 

Pailadklphia,  Sept.  11. — Tho  Inquirer 
of  this  city  has  a  special  despatch  from 
Poolsville,  Md.,  saying  that  our  troops  oc- 
cupy Sugar  Loaf  Mountain. 

Harkisuurij,  Pa.,  Sapt.  11. — State  mes- 
senger has  sent  intelligence  amounting  in 
substance  to  the  following  :  We  reached  a 
position  in  the  mountains  above  Frederick, 
and  by  means  of  a  glass  saw  all  that  was 
going  on  in  that  town.  There  was  evident- 
ly a  movement  of  tn*»p»  in  the  direction  of 


be  cast  on  the  Attorney  General  ;  but  he  be- 
lieved that  the  Attorney  General  was  not  in 
the  secrets  of  the  Government,  and  a  minister 
was  wanted  who  would  understand  everything 
going  on  behind  the  scenes,  and  furnish  ex- 
planations when  asked  to  do  so.

The  hooorable  gentleman  quoted 
from  a  statute  of  Queen  Anno,  showing  that 
where  a  Minister  received  an  appointment  he 
must  vacate  his  seat  and  go  before  bis  constit- 
aents  for  re  election  ;  and  concluded  by  saying 
that  if  tho  Minister  in  the  House  was  granted 
a  salary,  he  would  be  directly  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  House,  and  information  on  many 
subjects,  which  was  not  now  forthcoming.would 
then  be  obtainable  by  the  asking. 

Mr.  Ring  said  he  did  not  rise  to  second  the 
resolution.  He  believed  that  there  sltould  be 
Borne  person  in  the  House  to  answer  all  ques- 
tions that  might  be  put  to  him  ;  but  as  to  a 
salary,  that  was  quite  a  different  matter  ;  he 
would  not  give  one.  The  duties  of  a  minister 
were  no  doubt  arduous  and  disagreeable,  and 
wero  a  great  tax  on  the  Attorney  General 
[hear],  and  he  therefore  thought  that  the  point 
would  bo  met  if  some  member  of  the  Council 
were  sent  down  to  give  answers.  There  must 
be  some  organ  through  which  tho  wishes  of 
the  House  could  be  conveyed  to  the  Executive ; 
but  he  was  opposed  to  a  nominal  salary  for 
such  organ,  or  any  salary  at  all. 

Mr.  Cary  read  a  letter  from  nis  Excel- 
lency to  tho  House,  authorizing  the  Attorney 
General  to  give  such  information  as  the 
House  might  from  time  to  time  require  con- 
cerning the  course  of  the  Government ;  and 
■aid  that  if  any  question  which  had  been 
asked  remained  at  present  unanswered,  it 
arose  from  a  want  of  clerical  aid  to  furnish 
the  necessary  information,  or  the  pressure  of 


uot. 

Mr.  Franklin  regarded  the  proposition  as 
both  important  and  honest.  It  was  the 
stepping-stone  for  tho  establishment  in  this 
Colony  of  Responsible  Gov  krxhknt.  Tha 
House  might,  had  it  a  responsible  minister, 
always  find  out  what  'was  going  on  in  the 
Legislative  Council,  the  deliberations  of 
which  were  now  nearly  as  a  sealed  book. 
It  would  bo  well  for  the  country  if  responsi- 
ble government  prevailed  throughout  the 
entire  governmental  machinery,  but  tho 
measure  proposed  he  thought  premature. 

Mr.  Helmcken  said  the  honorable  mover 
insulted  every  member  around  the  table  by 
nsserti.ig  that  the  House  was  hi  led  with  the 
nominees  of  the  government. 

Mr.  Trimble— I  said  the  Upper  House  was 
so  constituted. 

Mr.  Helmcken — Oh!  the  Upper  House. 
Then  I  beg  the  hon.  gentleman's  pardon. 
The  point  sought  to  be  attained  by  the  reso- 
lution is  that  the  person  who  holds  the  posi- 
tion of  representative  of  the  Government  in 
tbis  House  shall  go  before  his  constituents 
for  re-election.  The  reason  he  had  not  done 
so  already  was  that  he  received  no  aalary. 
He  thought  it  but  right  that  the  Minister 
should  go  before  hia  constituents  and  ask  if 
they  would  allow  him  to  accept  the  appoint- 
ment. Things  should  assimilate  as  much  as 
possible  to  what  they  are  in  the  old  country, 
and  the  Minister  would  not  be  near  so  inde- 
pendent if  liable  to  be  re-elected  : — he  would 
not  be  so  liable  to  givo  way  to  infirmity  of 
temper  nor  to  use  bad  language  on  certain 
occasions  [laughter].  He  did  not  say  that 
there  had  been  auy  exhibition  of  bad  temper 
in  ibis  House  by  the  Minister  [laughter)  : 
he  did  not  say  that  he  hud  ever  used  bad 
language;  but  such  things  might  occur  at 
some  future  time  [renewed  laughter]. 
There  was  nothing  like  personality  in  the 
resolution,  and  its  passage  might  prove  of 
great  advantage  to  the  future  House.  The 
country  was  not  prepared  for  Responsible 
Government  [hear,  bear|.  It  had  no  lands 
The  Government  should,  of  course,  be  as 
constitutional  as  possible;  step  oy  step  it 
mast  be  fashioned,  and  if  this  resolution 
passed  something  else  would  grow  on  top  of 
it  [laughter].  He  would  suppoit  the  resolu- 
tion because  it  was  a  step  in  tho  right  direc- 
tion, and  because  it  brought  the  House  in 
the  direction  of  constitutional  government. 
With  respect  to  the  word  "  grant  "  contained 
in  the  rosolution,  he  would  ameud  so  as  to 
alter  it  to  "  request "  or  "  allow." 

Mr.  Cary  asked  why  not  simply  request 
that  any  person  accepting  the  appointment 
of  Minister  should  vacate  his  seat? 

Mr.  Ring  moved  an  amendment  that  an 
address  be  presented  to  the  Governor  re» 

S nesting  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  the 
olontal  Treasurer  to  come  into  the  House, 
npon  due  notice  being  given  them,  and 
answer  such  questions  touching  their  depart- 
ments as  might  be  put  them. 

Mr.  Foster  did  not  know  whether  the  reso- 
lution was  seconded  or  whether  it  required 
it;  but  believed  that  capable  gentlemen 
would  be  found  to  fill  the  position  and  fur- 
nish information  without  a  salary.  Onoe 
get  the  wedge  of  a  "  nominal  salary''  in,  it 
would  be  pulled  out  and  driven  through  to 
the  other  side.  He  would  not  vote  for  the 
measure.  It  any  gentleman  accepted  the 
position  and  refused  to  give  information 
when  asked,  his  reputation  would  stand  a 
good  chance  of  being  destroyed.  He  did 
not  believe  that  the  hon.  mover  wished  for  a 
paid  member. 

Mr.  Cary  urged  the  passage  of  his  substi- 
tute, and  it  was  finally  unanimously  decided 
to  authorize  a  bill  requiring  any  person  ap- 
pointed as  the  representative  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  this  Honso  to  resign  and  go  beforo 
his  constituents  for  re-election.

Middletown  and  Boonesboro.  Farmers  in- 
formed him  that  a  forward  movement  com- 
menced yesterday  morning.  The  rebels 
were  supposed  to  be  about  20,000  strong. 
He  saw  three  regiments  of  infautry,  one  of 
cavalry,  18  cannon  and  a  large  nuiriber  of 
wagons  at  Uoonesboro.  The  soldiers  looked 
ragged,  hatless  and  shoeless. 

A  skirmish  bad  occurred  between  the 
Michigan  cavalry  and  Virginia  cavalry, 
leading  the-  ordnance  at  Boonesboro.  The 
rebel  pickets  wero  within  a  mile  and  a-half 
of  Hagerstown,  at  1  o'clock  last  night. 

The  main  body,  however,  appeared  to  be 
going  between  Boonsb  ro  and  Sharpsburg, 
which  is  eight  miles  from  Hagerstown.  The 
rebel  picket  told  the  farmers  their  destina- 
tion was  the  Cumberland  valley. 

Cincinnati!,  Sept.  11.- Wallace's  mounted 
scouts  made  a  raid  near  the  rebel  line  last 
night  and  burned  mills  used  by  them  for 
grinding  corn. 

There  were  picket  skirmishing  along  the 
whola  line  of  the  Licking  River  all  the  after- 
noon. The  enemy  are  now  throwing  breast 
works  in  front  of  Fort  Wallace.  They  will 
be  shelled  out  to-morrow. 

Several  regiments  of  Grant's  army  arrived 
to-day.  The  arrival  of  other  regiments  have 
been  very  large. 

Mnysville,  Ky.,  was  taken  by  the  rebels 
to-day.  The  Union  people  left  taking  their 
valuables  along. 

Philadelphia.  Pa.,  Sept.  11. — The  rebel 
report  that  Gen.  Uosencrur.z  attacked  the 
rebels  at  Tupelo,  Miss  .  and  had  been  re- 
pulsed, is  shown  to  be  false  by  letters  from 
his  command  of  a  later  date  thaa  the  reported 
attack. 

Baltimore,  Sept.  11.— Gen.  1> e  has  is- 
sued a  proclamation  to  tho  people  of  Mary- 
land in  which  be  says,  "  in  obedience  to 
your  request  our  army  has  eome  prepared  to 
assist  you  with  the  power  of  our  arms  in  re- 
gaining the  rights,  etc.,  no  restraint  upon 
your  free  will  is  intended,  no  intimidation 
will  be  allowed,  it  is  for  you  to  decide  your 
destiny  without,  restraint  and  the  army  will 
respect  your  choice  whatever  it  may  be." 

Fortress  Monroe,  Sept.  10. — Information 
has  been  received  that  the  rebels,  1200 
strong,  attacked  the  town  of  Washington, 
N.  C,  at  daybreak  on  the  6th.  After  a  des- 
perate fight  of  two  hours,  the  rebels  were 
repulsed  and  pursued  several  miles.  The 
gunboat  Louisiana  rendered  essential  ser- 
vice, shelling  the  rebels  out  of  a  strong  po- 
sition they  had  secured.  During  the  en- 
gagement, the  gunboat  Pinker  exploded  her 
magazine  killing  the  captain  and  10  men. 
Our  loss  ort  shore  was  7  killed,  47  wounded. 
30  rebels  were  killed,  large  numbers  wound- 
ed and  36  captured.  Our  force  engaged  was 
only  500  strong. 

Cairo,  Sopt.  9. — Clarkaville,  Tenn.,  has 
again  fallen  into  Federal  hands.  Colonel 
Lowe  was  sent  from  Fort  Pone  (son  on  Sat- 
urday to  attack  that  place.  On  Sunday  he 
was  met  by  fifteen  hundred  rebels,  who  were 
quickly  dispersed,  twenty-five  prisoners  fall- 
ing into  our  hands. 

Fort  Monroe,  Sept.  8.— A  flag  of  truce 
brought  down  six  hundred  paroled  Federals, 
among  them  being  sixty-two  of  Pope's  offi- 
cers, who,  since  their  capture,  had  been  in 
close  confinement. 

Yreka,  Sept.  14,  18C2. 
Gen.  Villifuge  reported  on  the  9th,  march- 
ing on  Bolivar,  Tenn.,  with  200  men ;  Breck- 
inridge with  6000,  also  moving  north. 

Gov.  Curtin,  of  Peun.,  had  called  for  30,- 
000  men  for  immediate  service  to  repel  in- 
vasion. Rebels  have  commenced  tearing 
up  the  Franklin  railroad  from  Hagerstown. 

MoClellan  reported  at  Damascus,  sixteen 
miles  from  Frederick,  on  the  10th. 

Impression  prevails  that  rebels  are  invad- 
ing Maryland  for  food  and  supplies;  no 
other  object  apparent. 

Gen.  Canny,  of  the  Department  of  New 
Mexico,  superseded  by  Gen.  Carlton,  who  is 
expected  at  Santa  Fe  soon 

From  Fortress  Mon  oe  news  of  an  attack 
on  Williamsburg,  Tuesday  morning,  by 
rebels.  Col.  Campbell,  five  captains  and 
four  lieutenants  taken  prisoners.  Rebel  Col. 
Shingles  and  eight  officers  killed. 

Cincinnati,  Sept.  12. — Reports  state  that 
rebels,  15,000  strong,  menace  the  city.  Our 
forces  are  numerically  larger,  carefully  se 
lected  and  fortified.  Rebel  a  ocounts  give 
the  number  of  men  against  Pope  in  recent 
battles  at  150.000.  Pope  had  at  no  time 
more  than  00,000. 

Reported  from  Frederick  that  rebels  left 
there  on  the  16th.  They  wore  principally 
infantry  and  cavalry.  Lee,  Jackson,  Cobb 
and  others  were  there,  also  5000  cavalry  at 
New  Market,  five  miles  west. 

The  most  effective  measures  are  being 
taken  to  assemble  a  large  army  to  resist  rebel 
invasion  into  Pennsylvania.

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What  the  City  Council  Should  Do. 
One  cannot  help  remarking  what  a  great 


lp  remarking 
&u$0u  in  uc&rl^ 


waste  of  time  is  caused  in  nearly  every  meet- 
ing  of  the  City  Council  in  discussing  matters 
which  bad  much  better  be  attended  to  else- 
where. Scarcely  un  ordinance  or  by-law 
comes  before  the  Corporation  for  enactment 
that  does  not  give  risa  to  a  debate  as  to 
whether  they  have  or  have  not  the  power  to 
make  it,  or  whether  it  will  have  any  legal 
effect  wheu  made.  To  hear  the  City  Fath- 
ers sometimes 
one  would 

a  nest  of  gentlemen  of  the  gown,  instead  af 
among  a  half  dozen  of  plain  citizens  engaged 
in  ordinary  matters  of  business.  It  seems 
to  us  that  it  would  be  fur  better  for  the 
Council  to  eschew  the  discussion  of  legal 
matter*  in  their  Council  meetings.  If  there 
be  any  doubt  as  to  their  powers  of  acting 
under  any  of  the  sections  of  the  Act  of  In- 
corporation, let  them  take  the  opinion  of  a 
profesaional  man  upon  them.  Let  him  de- 
fine what  they  can  and  what  they  can  not  do 
under  the  Act.  Let  a  synopsis  of  all  the 
matters  requiring  amendment  be  made  with- 
out delay,  and  then  the  Council  will  be  in  a 
position  to  demand  that  the  Legislature  shall 
apply  the  remedy.  As  it  i*  at  present  all  is 
empty  declamation.  No  definite  idea  of  what 
they  would  have  done  can  be  drawn  from 
anything  that  falls  from  the  lips  of  the  vari- 
oua  Councillors  who  have  been  making  com- 
plaints. Not  that  wo  have  any  doubt  that 
there  are  many  grievances  to  be  seen  in  the 
present  constitution  of  the.  charter,  for  we 
believe  that  it  is  strewn  with  them  ;  but  in 
the  name  of  common  sense  let  us  have  them 
selected  and  done  away  with  at  once.  If 
the  proper  spirit  animated  the  Government 
every  cause  of  complaint  could  be  done 
away  with  in  a  week  ;  and  we  have  a  right 
to  insist  that  the  Council  shall  show  what 
they  want  in  order  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  the  Act,  and  that  the  Government  shall 
apply  the  remedy.  The  country  is  suffering 
from  the  torpor  that  seems  to  hang  over  every 
governing  department,  whether  local  or 
general,  in  this  colony.  No  matter  how 
urgent  may  be  the  want  of  legislative  inter- 
ference, there  seems  to  be  no  desire  to  ex- 
pedite matters  one  iota  beyond  the  snail's 

hare  had  a  large  immigration  to  our 
shores  this  summer.  Our  mines  are  not  just 
yet  within  the  reach  of  many.  Most  of  our 
new-comers  are  not  over  hardened  with  the 
yellow  metal,  but  arc  dependent  for  their  live- 
lihood upon  the  labor  of  their  bands,  and  are 
willing  lo  Btay  here  if  they  can  get  employ- 
ment. And  employment  can  be  had,  if  those 
in  office  only  do  their  duty.  There  is  any 
quantity  of  labor  to  be  done  about  the  city  in 
the  shape  of  publio  works,  if  the  City  Council 
and  the  Government  will  only  exert  them- 
selves to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  it 
done.  The  Council  waut  money  and ,  the 
means  of  raising  money.  If  they  have  not  the 
latter,  let  the  Government  give  it  to  them  at 
oace. 

It  is  useless  for  Mr.  Cary  or  any  one  else  to 
attempt  to  induce  auy  amount  of  our  present 
population  to  remain  here  and  settle  down, 
whether  at  farming  or  at  anything  else,  unless 
money  is  kept  in  circulation  both  by  private 
and  public  works.  How  are  men  going  to 
prepare  to  take  up  laud  when  they  can't  earn 
enough  to  bny  their  food  to  enable  them  to 
remain  ou  it.  The  Government  need  not  ex- 
pect tbut  as  long  as  they  tie  the  hands  of  the 
city  in  raising  funds  that  tbey  are  going  to  do 
anything  but  injury  to  the  Colony.  If  tbey 
had  done  tbeir  duty  long  ago  in  giving  a 

E roper  Charter  of  Incorporation,  we  weuld 
ave  had  all  the  machinery  in  the  city  to  give 
employment  to  as  many  as  would  require  it, 
and  would  not  be  making  the  attempt  to 
to  close  the  door  when  the  horse  is  stolen,  as 
we  very  much  fear  will  be  the  case  now. 

Some  will  say  that  the  city  have  power 
enough  without,  uny  assistance  from  the  Gov- 
ernment, to  do  all  that  is  necessary.  That 
may  or  may  not  be  so.  But  it  mnst  be  recol- 
lected that  it  there  is  any  doubt  about  the 
matter  it  should  be  removed  by  the  proper 
authorities.  The  city  cannot  afford  to  run 
the  risks  of  law  suits  from  exceeding  their 
authority,  and  there  is  no  necessity  of  tbeir 
doing  so  as  long  as  there  is  a  power  to  pro- 
vent  it  by  legislation.

Editor  British  Colonist  : — At  the  pre- 
sent time  there  are  hundreds  of  our  country- 
men unemployed  in  this  town  ;  and  I  was 
much  surprised  in  passing  along  Wharf 
street  to  find  that  one  of  our  leading  men  as 
regards  capital,  and  one  of  those  selected  by^ 
onr  townspeople  to  represent  them  in  .the 
Council,  employ*  Indian  men  to  do  not  only 
common  laborer's  work,  but  tradesmen's 
work,  such  as  painters  and  carpenters.  If 
such  a  man,  who  has  risen  with  the  colony 
and  derived  all  his  income  from  property  in 
it,  prefers  acting  so  from  motives  of  economy, 
what  can  be  expected  of  those  who  oan  less 
afford  it  ?  The  gentleman  I  allude  to  has 
certainly  a  right  to  do  what  he  pleases  with 
his  own  affairs,  but  as  a  man  and  a  christian 
he  is  morally  bound  to  nse  his  utmost  en- 
deavors to  help  his  countrymen  under  the 
present  circumstances,  when  one  and  all  are 
ready  to  do  a  day's  work  for  a  day's  pay.

A  Britibii  Columbian  Road  Contractor 
taketh  French  Leave.

of  British  Columbia  to  construct  the  wagon- 
road  from  Lytto'n  City  to  Green  Lake,  and 
thence  to  Cariboo,  had  absquatulated  for 
Washington  Territory.  He  is  supposed  to 
have  started  in  a  sail-boat  en  Saturday  after- 
noon last,  while  the  regatta  was  in  progress. 
Oue  of  his  friends,  in  explanation  of  his  ab- 
sence, says  that  his  boat  took  part  in  the  race, 
and,  on  getting  outside,  sailed  so  last  that  she 
could  not  be  brought  to  before  reaching  Port 
Madison,  W.  T.,  at  which  place  be  was  seen 
on  Monday  evening  by  the  officers  of  the  Eliza 
Anderson.  The  liabilities  of  the  absentee  arc 
not  stated,  but  they  are  supposed  to  be  verv 
heavy.  It  is  said  that  he  obtained  u  loan  of 
$37,f>00  from  Government  a  short  time  ago, 
most  of  which  amount  he  is  thought  to  have 
taken  with  him.  How  far  the  Government  of 
British  Columbia  is  compromised  or  involved 
by  this  delinquency,  we  have  no  means  of 
knowing  ut  present,  bat  a  quidnunc  inference 
is  that  the  government  of  the  sister  Colony  has 
only  paid  in  part  for  tho  work  already  per- 
formed, and  that  they  hold  a  fine  road  worth 
two  er  three  times  the  amount  which  they 
have  advanced  as  security.

Return  of  Explorers.— Mr.  Speight's 
party  have  returned  from  an  exploration  of 
the  east  coast  of  this  Island.    They  report 

coal  in  gr-ut  quantities  in  many  places. 
Copper  was  not  found  north  of  Nauaimo, 
and  tbe  impression  of  the  party  is  that  the 
principal  copper  region  lies  between  Cow- 
ichan and  Nanuimo.  The  Sansum  vein  is 
highly  spoken  of  by  Mr.  Speight.  Two  large 
livers  were  ascended  and  prospected ;  but 
nothing  wai  found  worthy  of  mention.  The 
color  of  gold  was  not  obtained  anywhere. 
Funning  land  above  Comax  District  is  a 
myth  so  far  as  the  observation  of  tbe  party 
extended — they  found  hardly  laud  enough 
on  which  to  plant  their  feet,  let  aloiie  a 
hill  of  corn.  The  Comax  prairie  land  is  fine  ; 
rich  soil  from  nine  inches  to  thirty  inches  in 
depth,  well  watered,  and  just  enough  timber 
to  make  it  valuable.  The  parly  were  away 
114  days;  and  Mr.  Speight  vaccinated  a 
number  of  Indians  in  every  village  at  which 
they  touched.  The  natives  generally  were 
friendly. 

Stirmsg  Themselves.— The  Rip  Van  Win- 
kles of  the  Legislative  Council  are  at  last  stir- 
ring themselves  to  tbe  importance  of  finding  em- 
ployment for  our  immigrants,  and  have  passed 
the  following  sensible  resolution,  wbicb  they 
sent  to  the  House  of  Assembly  yesterday.  We 
wonder  if  the  resolution  will  produce  tbe  de- 
sired effect  in  tbe  quarter  for  which  it  is 
intended  : 

"  That  in  order  to  provide  employment  to 
some  extent  for  those  immigrants  who  have 
already  arrived,  and  for  those  who  are  ex- 
pected in  the  Colooy,  the  Government  should, 
if  possible,  commeoce  without  delay,  by  means 
of  the  loan  already  authorized  to  be  made,  tee 
construction  of  such  public  works,  aud  espe- 
cially roads,  as  may  be  deemed  most  urgently 
required.

Interesting  Letter  from  Antler  Creek. 

Antler  Crekk,  Sept.  2,  18«2. 
Friend  G—  #  *  #  Things  are  very 
rough  here  at  present.  Tho  water  is  so  low 
on  all  the  creeks  that  it  prevents  the  miners 
from  working,  which  makes  things  rather 
dull.  Our  claim  is  full  of  water,  so  it  pre- 
vents us  from  taking  out  any  gold.  Nearly 
all  the  miners  on  L:ghtning  and  some  on 
Williams  Creek  have  stopped  work  on  ac- 
count of  the  lowness  of  the  wafer.  Grouse 
Creek  is  played  out ;  Sugar  Creek  the  same. 
There  are  but  two  or  three  claim*  on  Light- 
ning Creek  that  are  paving;  the  diggings  are 
from  55  to  30  feet  in  depth,  so  that  *hey  are 
very  expensive  to  work.  Williams  Creek  is 
paying  better  than  ever  ;  Antler  very  poorly  y 
there  are  but  five  or  six  claims  on  this  creek 
that  are  paying.  Judge  Begbie  arrived  at 
Williams  Creek  on  Sunday  the  31«t  nf  Au- 
gust. The  Bishop  of  British  Columbia  is  or. 
Williams  Creek,  and  the  Rev  Mr.  Sheep- 
shanks preaches  here  every  Sunday.  Har- 
vey and  Benson's  minstrels  performed  here 
on  Sunday  night  to  a  very  fair  house.  Oa 
Saturday  night  Harvey  and  Benson's  min- 
strels appeared  at  Williams  Creak.  After 
the  performance  a  difficulty  occurred  be- 
tween Dr.  Crane,  formerly  os'ler  to  Mr. 
Carswell,  nnd  a  resident  of  Williams  Creek, 
in  which  the  former  shot  tho  latter  through 
the  leg,  inflicting  a  slight  wound.  He  was 
shortly  after  arrested.  There  is  plenty  of 
grub  on  all  the  creeks.  Grub  is  worth  from 
50  lo  70  cents  here.  I  suppose  before  the 
expiration  of  two  weeks  grub  will  be  worth 
about  40  cents  here  and  on  Williams  Creek. 
Board  en  Williams  was  $40  per  week  but 
has  been  reduced  to  $21  per  week.  Mr. 
John  Morris,  of  Victoria,  bas  arrived  on 
William's  Creek  from  the  Bontinck  Arm. 
The  Grand  Jury  assembled  at  Williams  on 
August  the  31st.  and  indicted  the  following

i verpool  Jack  as  accessory ;  Brocky,  a 
public  nuisance.  Business  here  is  very  dull. 
Ginshops  abont  to  close.  The  proprietors 
of  the  Mission  Ranch  have  offered  purses  to 
be  run  for  at  Williams  Lake  on  the  20th  of 
September.  As  there  are  a  great  many 
horses  from  Oregon  here,  I  anticipate  great 
sport.

A  Delegate  to  England; 
Tbe  last  number  of  the  Britith  Columbian 
tomes  to  us  with  a  long  article  recommend  log 
tbe  Hon.  Malcolm  Cameron  as  a  delegate  from 
British  Columbia  and  Vancouver  Island  to 
Downing  Street,  commissioned  to  represent 
their  grievances  and  dtnuod  redress.  In  tbe 
previous  issue  of  tbe  same  paper,  a  letter, 
signed  "  Pro  bono  publico,"  appeared,  recom- 
mending that  a  petition  be  sent  to  England 
by  Mr.  Cameron,  praying  that  Col.  Moody 
may  be  appointed  Governor  in  the  place  of 
Gov.  Douglas.  A  few  days  previously  our  local 
cotemporary  delivered  itself  of  a  column-ami- 
a-half,  initiating  the  subject  of  a  delegate, 
eulogizing  tbe  fitness  of  Mr.  Cameron  for 
such  a  position  in  tbe  roost  masterly  manner, 
and  winding  up  its  peroration  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  City  Council  of  Victoria  and 
the  Town  Council  of  New  Westminster  should 
immediately  take  steps  to  execute  such  a  de- 
sign.

But  ■  like  master 
like  servant."   If  the  Columbian,  in  its  syco- 
phantic admiration  of  Col.  Moody,  wishes  to 
press  tbat  gentleman's  name  upon  tbe  public 
to  be  endorsed  as  u  fit  person  to  be  Governor, 
by  a  petition  to  tbe  Dome  Government — a 
petition  to  be  sent  by  Mr.  Cameron— we  sin- 
cerely pity  its  judgment.   Why  did  uot  the 
absent  Treasurer  carry  such  a  request  ?  He 
carried  a  carpet-bag  filled  with  copies  of  that 
big  document,  designated  "  tbe  last  memorial." 
Potent  or  impotent  document,  as  it  may  be, 
yet  based  upou  tbat  the  Columbian,  following 
in  the  wake  of  its  illustrious  predecessor, 
asks  the  City  Council  of  Victoria  and  tbe 
Town  Council  of  New  Westminster  to  send 
Mr.  Cameron  to  England  as  a  delegate.  It  says 
the  basis  on  which  be  ought  to  be  sent  is : 
''Vancouver  Island  wants  a  distinct  governor 
and  responsible  government.

ony."   If  we  cannot  agree  to  those  terms  of 
course  "its  no  go."    To  put  our  cotempor- 
ary's  mind  at  ease,  we  hasten  to  assure  it, 
that  we  differ  entirely  with  tbe  first  proposi- 
tion, and,  as  a  matter  of  coarse,  with  tbe 
second.    What  the  interest  of  both  pro- 
vinces require  is  a  union  of  the  provinces 
making  oue  government,  with  one  governor, 
with  free  trade  in  Vancouver  Island,  and  n 
tariff  in  British  Colombia.    So  we  don't 
want  a  "distinct  goveruor,"  nor  a  '  governor 
resident  in  each  colony."    As  for  responsible 
government,  we  want  no  such  a  hoax  as 
our  House  of  Assembly  is  concocting  under 
that  name.    But  we  need  not  discuss  the 
latter.    Our  first  proposition  is  the  main  one 
— union — one  province  instead  ot  two — one 
governor.    We  might  listen  to  a  proposition 
to  send  delegates  from  both  colonies  were 
such  terms  assented  to.   But  even  then,  we 
have  not  the  most  remote  idea  that  either 
our  City  Council   nor  our  citizens  would 
select  a  stranger  to  act  as  their  delegate. 
New  Westminster  might  do  so;   but  we 
possess  several  competent  gentlemen  to 
render  us  tbat  service  without  going  abroad 
for  them.    When  we  scud  a  delegate  to 
England,  it  will  be  a  peison  who  has  sum- 
mered and  wintered,  here;   one  who  ii 
thoroughly  posted  in  our  affairs  ;  oue  who 
ha*  a  stake  in  our  country  ;  not  a  stranger 
upon  a  flying  trip.    Vancouver  Island  is  not 
so  bad  off,  whatever  New  Westminster  may 
be.    When  we  send  a  delegate  to  execute  a 
mission   iu   England    we  eare   but  little 
whether  he  is  known  or  unknown  to  my  lord 
So  and  So  or  not.    The  delegate's  identity 
granted,  we  aro  persuaded  that  the  logic  of 
tacts  would  serve  his  cause  fast  enough, 
without  presuming  on  old  acquaintanceship. 
If  New  Westminster  wishes  to  send  Mr. 
Cameron  as  a  delegate— if  he  is  willing  to 
go — send  him  away  ;  but  we  have  no  idea 
that  Victoria  will.    If  that  gentleman  makes 
his  home  in  Ibis  country — brings  his  house- 
hold gods  hither — aud  entertains  honestly 
such  sentiments  as  aie  generally  adopted  by 
tbe  public,  then  we  shall  take  the  subject 
under  consideration,  whether  we  shall  adopt 
his  services  or  not  ;  but  uot  before.

HEAVY  WORK  IN  MARYLAND  !

The  U.  S.  revenue  cutter  Shubrick,  Capt. 
Pease,  arrived  from  Olympia  Friday  after 
noon,  bringing  telegraphic  news  from  the 
east  to  the  10th  inst.,  from  which  we  learn 
that  tbe  tebel  army  under  Lee  and  Ja<  kson 
had  been  attaoked  and  driven  to  the  Poto- 
mac River  by  McClellan.  They  were  at- 
tempting to  cross'  at  Harper's  Ferry,  but 
heavy  firing  having  been  heard  at  Washing- 
ton from  t  at  direction,  it  is  supposed  that 
the  rebels  were  caught  between  McClelJanV 
pursuing  legions  and  Franklin's  arid  Key's 
Federal  divisions  stationed  at  the  foid  to 
prevent  them  reorossing. 

The  rebel  ammunition  (rains,  with  several 
1  atteries,  were  captured  near  Hagerstown, 


Md.,  and  the  army  fled  in  great  confusion 
for  the  Virginia  side.  The  fighting  seems 
to  have  eonsisted  of  heavy  skirmishes.  No 
regular  battle  had  taken  place. 

The  rebels  got  but  few  reeruita  in  Mary- 
land ;  but  seised  all  the  crops  they  could  lay 
their  hands  upon. 

The  rebel  army  that  menaced  Cincinnati 
are  reported  outflanked  by  Buell,  and  fly- 
ing south  in  great  confusion. 

Great  distress  exists  among  the  southern 
soldiers,  who  are  nearly  destitute  of  food  and 
clothing.   

HOUSE  OF  ASSEMBLY. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  24, 1862. 
House  met  at  3:30  p  m.— Present  Speaker 
Helmcken,  and  Messrs.  Foster.  Ring.  Tri  ru- 
ble, Burnaby,  Cocker,  Franklin,  Tolmie, 
and  Cary. 

Mr.  Ring  asked  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to 
give  to  the  aocused  the  right  of  appeal  in  all 
cases  of  summary  decisions  and  convictions 
by  the  stipendiary  and  other  magistrates  of 
Petty  Sessions  in  this  Colony,  and  to  expe- 
dite the  bringing  of  such  appeals. 

Mr.  Cooker  gave  notice  that  at  the  nex 
meeting  of  the  House  he  should  ask  the  Hon' 
Attorney  General  when  it  is  tbe  intention  of 
Government  to  commence  the  completion  of 
the  Esquimalt  road. 

Mr.  Franklin's  motion  for  comes  of  cor- 
respondence between  the  Colony  and  the 
Home  Government  on  the  subject  of  the 
Rifle  Corps,  was  passed. 

Mr.  Burnaby  asked  what  progress  had 
been  made  with  copies  of  correspondence 
concerning  the  town  site  nf  Victoria  ? 

Mr.  Cary  replied  that  they  would  be  ready 
in  eight  or  ten  days  to  furnish  tbe  desired 
documents. 

Communications  from  the  Legislative 
Council  were  received  and  read  i 

1.  The  passage  of  an  act  to  regnlate  the 
harbors  of  Vancouver  Island. 

2.  Returning  the  Powder  Magazine  Act 
with  amendments. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  Real  Estate  Act, 
18S0,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a 
paid  Assessor,  and  requiring  delinquents  to 
pay  1-4  of  one  per  cent,  additional  on  the 
amount  for  which  they  are  assessed,  came 
up  for  a  second  reading,  when  Mr.  Carv  ex- 
plained the  principle  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Ring  asked  what  was  the  market 
value  of  assessable  Real  Estate— was  it  the 
price  paid  for  it,  or  was  it  a  fluctuating 
price  ? 

Mr.  Cary  replied  in  an  inaudible  tone. 

Mr.  Foster  spoke  of  the  families  now  arriv- 
ing and  said  that  the  occasion  tor  the  intro- 
duction of  the  bill  was  inopportune  nnd 
hoped  that  it  wdald  he  fully  ventilated  before 
passing.  He  was  opposed  to  tbe  taxation  of 
farm  buildings. 

Mr.  Cary  replied  that  the  clause  relating 
to  farm-buildiugs  was  taken  verbatim  from 
tbe  old  bill. 

Mr.  Burnaby  agreed  that  farm  buildings 
should  not  be  taxed. 

Mr.  Cary  said  that  the  bill  made  no  distinc- 
tion between  { reductive  and  non-productive 
property ;  as  for  tbe  market  value  of  real  es- 
tate,  tbe  ordinarily  understood  value  of  the 
property  must  be  considered  its  market  value. 

Mr.  Ring — Suppose  a  man  dou't  want  te 
sell  or  build  ? 

Mr.  Cary— Then  he  has  got  to  pay  like  fun. 
Farm-buildings,  where  used  partly  for  resi- 
dences and  partly  for  agricultural  purposes, 
would  be  taxed  by  the 'bill,  and  the  imposi- 
tion  of  tbe  per  cent,  additional  *o  the 
amounts  due  by  delinquents  would  not  more 
than  pay  for  the  extra  trouble. 

Tbe  bill  was  read  a  seeond  time. 

Ti.e  bill  to  repeal  nnd  amend  the  laws 
affecting  Trade  Licenses  was  taken  up  for 
second  reading.  [The  principle  ot  this  bill 
was  contaiued  in  our  lust  report  of  tbe  Iloase 
proceedings.]  Mr.  Cary  explained  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  bill,  the  main  features  ef  which 
are  a  tax  of  £10  en  architects,  surgeons,  en- 
gineers, or  apothecaries,  bankers,  half-yearly. 
£5 ;  auctioneers,  £50 ;  pawnbrokers,  £25. 
and  a  tax  of  ^  of  one  per  cent,  on  consigned 
goods,  whether  sold  by  private  contract  or 
auctien. 

Mr.  Franklin  found  fault  with  tbe  bill  be- 
cause be  could  not  see  the  necessity  for  an 
increase  in  tbe  revenue  at  the  present  time,  and 
prophecied  heavy  taxation  so  soon  as  tbe  Cor- 
poration was  got  into  working  order. 

Mr.  Ring  suggested  that  tbe  additional 
funds  proposed  to  be  raised  by  the  bill  might 
be  intended  for  the  Corporation  [laughter]. 

Mr.  Burnaby  deprecated  any  act  of  this 
Hou.se  to  prevent  the  Government  raising 
fuuds  just  when  immigration  was  pouring  in 
and  so  much  required  to  be  done  [hear, 
bear]. 

Mr.  Cary  said  that  tbe  amount  expected 
to  be  obtained  from  this  Act  was  not  over 

£500. 

The  bill  passed  a  second  reading. 

Council  bill  for  Hie  regulation  of  the  har 
bors  of  Vancouver  Island  was  read  a  first 
lime. 

Council  amendments  to  the  Gunpowder 
Magazine  Bill  were  read :  They  provide  that 
the  magazine  shall  not  be  erected  at  a  point 
iu  the  harbor  inside  of  Laurel  Point,  and 
that  the  rate  of  storage  shall  be  16s.  Id.  per 
ton,  iu  place  of  12s.  6d.  Made  special  order 
for  this  day  week. 

The  House  went  into  committee  on  Mr. 
Trimble's  motion  to  request  the  Governor 
to  allow  his  representative  in  this  House  a 
small  salary,  Mr.  Tolmie  in  tbo  chair. 

After  a  long  discussion  authority  was 
given  for  a  bill  requiring  any  person  appoint- 
ed to  represent  the  Government  in  the  House 
to  go  before  his  constituents. 

The  Committee  rose  and  reported,  and  the 
House  adjourned  until  Thursday  next,  at  3 
p  in.

street  through  which  the  mains  run,  at  a  charge 
of  £12  for  each  ser»ice-pipe,  uud  SI  for  each  addi- 
tional foot;  each  metre  shall  pay  a  monthly  rental, 
from  23  cents  to  SI  per  month,  and  if  shelving  be 
required,  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the  company 
at  the  expense  of  the  consumers;  tubings  and 
fittings  may  be  nut  up  by  any  competent  mechanic, 
aud  will  he  inspected  by  the  agent  of  the 
company  free  of  charge,  on  receiving  one  day's 
notice  from  the  intending  consumer.  Free  access 
to  the  iuspector  or  authorized  agent  of  the  com- 
pany to  the  premises  on  which  gas  is  used  will 
be  required  whenever  it  is  deemed  that  all  is  not 
safe ;  three  days'  notice  is  required  from  con- 
sumers of  intention  to  vucate  premises ;  bills  ren- 
dered weekly,  and  if  not  paid,  supply  will  be 
stopped ;  should  any  escape  of  gas  occur  on  prem- 
ises, notice  must  be  at  once  Riven  the  company  ; 
thu  company  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  cut  off 
the  flow  of  gas  at  any  time  that  it  is  found  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  works  against  fraud  or  abuse. 

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vote  Bills.

Mr.  Searby  said  that  the  Council  had  no  control 
over  the  gaug  or  the  tunas,  and  that  they  were 
improving  the  thoroughfare  by  removing  a  very 
bad  piece  of  rock.

aUBBIBS. 

1  Have  tho  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Victoria  power  to  assess  a  Trade*  License  or  a  Li- 
quor License  under  the  Charter  here  exhibited  ? 

2.  Have  the  Mayor  and  Council  power  to  borrow 
money,  and  ore  they  authorised  to  bind  the  public 
revenues  of  the  city,  and  would  the  security  be 
first  class  ? 

3.  What  property  have  the  Mayor  and  Council 
power  to  tax  under  the  Charter  ? 

4.  What  would  be  the  form  or  the  security  to  be 
granted  by  the  Corporation  in  the  event  of  their 
succeeding  in  borrowing  money,  and  could  they 
issue  Bonds  ? 

5.  In  general.  What  would  bo  the  proper  course 
for  the  Mayor  and  Council  to  pursue  in  the  whole 
circumstances  ? 


We  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no 
given  to  the  Mayor  and  Council  as  is 
in  this  first  question. 

2.  It  is  questionable  whether  there  is  any  power 
to  borrow  money  Riven  to  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
and  in  any  case  the  power  is  sfjolimited  by  condi- 
tions that  uo  prudent  capitalist  will  make  a  loan  to 
them.  The  23d  aection  of  the  Act  gives  a  power  to 
thu  Council  to  bind  one-third  or  less  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Kevenue ;  but  as  no  source  of  such  Revenue, 
either  in  lands,  franchises  or  taxes,  or  frym  for- 
feiturrs  or  penalties,  has  been  granted  to  ihe  Cor- 
poration, there  exists  at  present  no  source  or  reve- 
nue belonging  to  the  Corporation.  It  is  sufficient, 
therefore,  to  say  that  the  security  srising  from  this 
"power  to  bind  would  not  be  (in  the  words  of  the 
second  question)  first  class." 

3.  The  12th  paragraph  of  the  22d  section  of  the 
Act  affords  an  answer  to  the  third  question,'— ths 
only  power  to  tax  is  at  the  requisition  of  7-l0ihs  of 
the  lot-holders  of  any  particular  street  for  its  im- 
provement merely. 

4.  In  the  event  (put  by  the  fourth  section)  of 
the  Corporation  succeeding  in  borrowing  money : 
As  the  Act  merely  says  that  the  Council  may  bind, 
under  certain  conditions,  a  portion  of  the  Munici- 
pal Revenue  without  authorising  any  particular 
security  to  be  given,  it  is  difficult  to  say  what  the 
form  of  security  should  be,  and  it  is  very  ques- 
tionable whether  the  Council  have  any  power  to 
issue  negotiable  Bonds. 

3.  In  reply  to  the  fifth  question,  the  course  for 
the  Mayor  and  Council  to  pursue  is  to  obtain  the 
assistance  of  the  Legislature  to  remedy  the  defects 
of  ths  Act  of  Incorporation.

BY-LAWS. 

The  oomraittee  on  By  laws  reported  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  the  city  against  fire,  which  are 
as  follows  : 

1  No  bonfire  to  be  lighted  in  any  public  street, 
nor  any  fire  to  burn  out  of  doors  after  sunset.  'I. 
No  candle,  lamp,  or  taper  to  be  used  in  stables,  or 
any  place  where  combustible  material  is  kept.  3. 
No  stove-pipe  to  pass  through  the  walls,  ceilings, 
or  roof,  or  any  wooden  building.  4.  No  stove-pipe 
to  pass  through  any  lath  and-plaster  or  wooden 
partu.on,  except  there  be  a  fall  apace  of  not  less 
than  thiee  inches  round  the  same,  which  may  be 
covered  with  perf  jrated  iron,  sine,  or  tin-plate.  5. 
All  chimneys,  stove-pipes  and  flues  to  be  kept 
clean,  and  it'  chimneys  or  stove-pipes  take 
firs  a  penalty  will  be  imposed.  £  No  ves- 
sels In  whicn  Are  may  be  kept  shall  be  lets 
than  16  inches  from  any  woodwork.  7.  The  walls 
of  chimneys  adjoining  brickwork  shall  not  be  less 
thau  6  inches  thick  ,-  no  wood  shall  enter  or  rest 
on  any  chimney.  8.  The  Fire  Wardens  and  Chisf 


Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  notify  all 
persons  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
ths  By-Law,  and  24  hours  will  be  allowed  for  the 
necessary  alterations.  9.  The  penalty  fo  -tch  in- 
fraction of  the  By-Law  is  a  sum  not  exoeeding  hi. 
The  By-Laws  were  passed  without  amendment. 

FIBE  WABDBNB. 

The  Committee  on  By-laws  also  reported  regu- 
lations authorising  the  Mayor  to  appoint  one 
Councillor  from  eaoh  ward  as  a  Fire  Warden,  and 
defining  tbe  Fire  Wardens'  daties. 

This  By-Law  also  passed  without  ami 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  find  suitable  apart- 
ments for  the  Council  to  hold  its  meetings,  re- 
ported Carswell's  building  as  the  only  place  t* 
could  find,  and  it  was  much  out  of  repair, 
subject  was  laid  over. 

Mr.  Searby  moved  to  go  into  Committee  of 
Whole  on  Ways  and  Means.  Lost. 

Mr.  Stronach  moved  that  an  application 
to  the  Colonial  Secretary  for  an  opinion 
Crown  Counsel  on  the  Incorporation  Act.  Car- 
ried. 

Adjourned  until  Friday  next,  at  7  p.  m. 

Mail  Communication  with  Cariboo. 

We  have  not  the  least  doubt  but  that  Gov- 
ernor Douglas  will  not  fail  to  include  iu  any 
despatches  he  may  send  to  the  Home  Govern- 
ment relating  to  the  conditiou  of  British  Co- 
Itimbia.  tho  fact  of  the  establishment  this  rear 
of  a  mail  system  for  the  Upper  Country. 
Whatever  may  in  any  way  tend  to  prove  him 
a  faithful  steward  will  be  sure  to  meet  the 
eyes  of  those  who  have  placed  him  in  the  im- 
portant position  he  occupies.  Honor  to  whom  * 
honor  is  due,  is  a  very  good  maxim,  and  we 
have  no  wish  to  detract  one  iotu  from 
credit  to  which  any  man  is  justly  enti... 
But  at  the  same  time,  it  is  highly  necessary 


that  no  one  should  be  allowed  to  deck  hlmae  1 
out  iu  borrowed  plumes — to  make  capital  and  "  i 
interest  out  of  what  is  only  worthy  of  con- 
demnation. Last  year  men  up  at  the  mines 
felt  it  to  be  quite  a  hardship  to  be  compelled 
to  pay  very  heavy  prices  to  expressmen  for  the 
conveyance  of  letters  to  their  friends  in  Vic- 
toria and  elsewhere.  They  consoled  them- 
selves, however,  tbat  tbe  evil  was  to  be  only 
a  temporary  one  ;  tbat  the  Government  would 
take  the  matter  in  hund  and  place  things  on  a 
better  looting.  No  one  doubted  the  ability  o 
the  Executive  to  apply  tbe  remedy  if  the  ic- 
cliuutiou  were  not  wanting.  Every  one  was 
aware  of  the  very  large  revenue  derived  by  tbe 
Government  from  the  mineral  resources  of 
British  Columbia,  and  considered  tbat  it  was 
only  an  act  of  simple  justice  that  tbe  Govern- 
ment should  afford  some  advantages  in  return 
to  the  men  who  bad  risked  so  much — who  had 
shut  themselves  out  from  tbe  civilized  world 
and  were  developing  the  riches  of  the  coun- 
try in  spite  of  so  many  hardships. 

Government  promised  what  was  required, 
but  we  don't  find  that  any  great  hurry  to  have 
matters  expedited  showed  itself  iu  its  move- 
ments. Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  men 
left  here  in  April  for  the  mines,  and  were  up 
in  Cariboo  from  the  end  of  that  month  fortb, 
yet  we  do  not  Gnd  that  any  mails  were  sent  up 
tbe  river,  before  tbe  first  of  J uly — and  this  al- 
though the  Government  bad  all  last  year,  nay, 
the  last  two  years  to  make  tbe  necessary 
preparations.  After  so  much  time  bad  been 
consumed  in  deliberation  and  taking  measures 
to  introduce  a  postal  system  into  the  interior 
of  the  country,  one  would  naturally  imagine 
that  there  would  be  nothing  left  to  complain  * 
of ;  that  when  we  did  get  it,  it  would  be  worth 
having,  and  would  make  up  for  past  deficien- 
cies ;  but  if  all  we  hear  of  tbe  new  system  bo 
true,  things  are  now  no  better  than  they  were 
before  the  establishment  of  tbe  mail.  If  any- 
thing tbey  are  worse.  When  we  had  no  mail, 
we  relied  entirely  upon  the  express,  and  knew 
what  we  had  to  expect  and  what  we  could  do. 
Now  we  have  a  mail  system,  bat  if  we  imagine 
it  is  like  anything  in  any  civilized  country,  we 
shall  be  deceived.  Taking  the  following  from 
the  Briluh  Columbian  to  be  a  statement  of 
tbe  lucts,  what  do  we  find  ?  "If  u  letter  is 
mailed  here  (New  Westminster)  for  Cariboo, 
one  dollar  is  demanded,  and  prepayment  com- 
pulsory. Upon  the  arrival  of  that  letter  at 
Antler,  one  dollar  and  a  half  is  demanded, 
thus  making  the  cost  of  sending  a  single  letter 
through  Her  Majesty's  mail  bags  Irom  New 
Westminster  to  Autler,  two  and  a  half  dollars. 
But  more  ;  a  charge  of  seventy-five  cents  per 
copy  is  also  made  upon  newspapers  at  that 
place,  although  the  senders  were  assured  by 
the  head  of  the  department  that  they  were 
free  !  The  mail  conveyance  leaves  Antler  on 
the  return  tiip  three  hours  after  its  arrival 
there,  and  all  mail  matter  not  called  for  during 
those  three  hours  is  bundled  back  '.o  what  is 
styled  the  "  head  office  at  Williams  Lake." 
It  will  be  recollected  that  Williams  Lake  is 
about  100  miles  from  Antler— a  nice  little  g 
walk  to  the  post  office.  When  one  learns 
that  a  letter  rnav  be  sent  to  Quesnelle  City 
by  express  for  $1,  and  into  the  mines  tor 
$2,  or,  at  most,  82  50  delivered,  and  that 
trips  are  made  oftener  and  more  rapidly,  if 
anything,  than  the  mail,  one  perceives  that  ¥ 
tbe  people  of  these  Colonies  have  not  got 
such  a  good  thing  after  all  in  the  British 
Columbian  postal  system.  We  must  say 
tbat,  taking  the  table  of  rates  of  postage  pub- 
lished by  the  Postmaster  General  for  British 
Columbia  and  the  facts  above  alleged,  sup 
posing  them  to  be  true,  we  cannot  see  any 
thing  else  in  the  whole  thing  than  a  trap  for 
taking  people's  money.  If  the  Postmaster 
General  announces  that  letters  will  be  for- 
warded to  Antler  for  SI  and  newspapers 
free—for  so  we  read  it— is  not  the  good  faith 
of  the  Government  pledged  to  its  being  faith- 
fully carried  out,  and  is  not  a  breach  of  the 
published  terms  a  monstrous  fraud  upon  all 
those  who  are  induced  to  make  use  of  the 
system.  * 

The  matter  roust  be  sifted  to  the  bottom. 
People  have  had  ample  cause  for  want  of 
confidence  in  any  promises  made  by  the 
Government  of  these  Colonies  without  hav- 
ing another  of  so  glaring  a  character  as  the 
one  above  alleged  by  our  Westminster  co- 
temporary. 

Another  specimen  of  the  pretty  way  in 
which  postal  affairs  are  conducted  by  British 
Columbian  officials  lies  in  the  impossibility 
of  prepaying  letters,  etc ,  from  Victoria  to 
Cariboo.  Our  post  office  authorities  tell  us 
that  they  have  no  instructions  to  take  any 
more  than  local  postage ;  tbat  no  arrange- 
ments  have  been  made  for  prepaying  the  * 
letters  here ;  that  they  cannot  guarantee  tbat 
newspapers  will  go  beyond  Lillooet.  Thus 
throwing  the  whole  of  the  carriage  of  leltets 
and  newspapers  into  the  bands  of  the  ex- 
pressman. This  is  only  another  of  the  ab- 
surdities connected  with  the  separation  of  • 
tie  Colonies  Which  every  possible  interest 
declares  ought  to  be  united.  As  things  aie 
now  we  have  one  Governor  ruling  both  on* 
der  two  different  ry„ems,  and  the  conse- 
quence is  that  both  sutler  from  misgovern* 
ment.

What  will  Our  New 


Do? 

Scarcely  a  day  passes  tbat  one  does  not 
hear  some  such  question  as  the  above  asked 
in,  if  anything,  a  half  despondent  tone  by  some 
of  oar  citizens.  What  with  strapped  miners, 
and  immigrants  from  Australia  and  England, 
the  country  would  seem  to  many  to  be  over- 
crowded, and  ull  the  avenues  for  employment 
filled  op.  New  arrivals  soon  become  (abated 
with  the  feeling  prevailing  among  some  people 
here,  and  without  wotting  to  sift  the  matter  to 
its  foundation,  take  all  the  discouraging  ap- 
pearances  to  be  the  only  side  of  the  picture, 
and  think  the  soouer  they  are  out  ot  the  coun- 
try again  the  better  for  themselves.  We  have 
no  desire  to  hinder  men  from  going  wherever 
they  can  do  best— each  man  is  himself  the 
best  judge  of  his  own  affairs  and  what  course 
he  ought  to  pursue  ;  but  we  would  ask  men  to 
weigh  the  matter  well  before  they  make  up 
their  minds  to  leave  this  Colony.  There  is 
truth  in  the  old  adage  that  44  a  rolling  stone 
gathers  uo  mots  ;"  and  few  there  are  who 
have  knocked  about  the  world  for  any  length 
ot  time  but  can  vouch  for  it.  When  one 
comes  to  take  into  consideration  the  expenses 
of  traveling,  the  time  lost,  und  the  risks  of 


irranotherTTOTimry,  It  becomes 
not  it  would  be  more 


but  that  the  Government  might  go  farther. 
It  might  pay  for  labor  partly  by  grant*  of 
land,  subject  to  certain  conditions  of  settle- 
ment to  prevent  (.peculation,  and  a  part  ty 
scrip  as  above  mentioned.  Whatever  is  to 
be  done  mutt  be  done  quickly.  We  cannot 
permit  time  to  pass  without  insisting  that 
the  Government  shall  strain  every  nerve  to 
retain  people  in  the  Colony  till  our  resources 
are  properlv  made  known  and  farther  de- 
veloped, the  careless  "let-alone"  style  of 
doing  business,  which  has  acted  like  a  night- 
mare on  the  progress  of  this  Colony,  must  be 
dropped  at  once,  and  a  liberal,  well-directed 
and  vigorous  course  of  action  takes  its  place. 
The  Government  must  not  think  that  the 
people  can  be  satisfied  with  the  mere  locat- 
ing of  a  few  settlers  in  Comax  and  Cowichan. 
Every  one  can't  go  there.  We  have  men  of 
all  callings  who  must  be  enabled  to  fill  the 
mosaic  of  society.  Money  must  circulate, 
and  the  Government  must  do  it,  even  if  it 
should  go  in  debt  for  it.  The  enormous 
natural  resources  of  both  colonies,  and  the 
certainty  of  a  great  future,  would  amply 
justify  such  a  step.

Jomjfub  belter 
a  question  whether  or 

profitable  in  the  end  to  remain  here,  submit  to 
a  little  iucooveuiencc  for  a  while,  with  the  cct- 
tainty  of  ultimately  doing  well,  than  to  leave 
the  place  for  another  in  uo  better  condition. 
A  great  many  meu  have  left  both  Colonies 
this  summer  for  San  Francisco.  It  was  to  ln- 
expected  that  Americans,  upon  their  not  suc- 
ceeding at  Cariboo,  would  return  to  their  own 
country.  Their  predilec'ious  for  their  own 
institutions  would  be  quite  sufficient  to  induce 
them  to  take  that  step,  even  though  they  saw 
a  very  cheering  prospect  before  them.  Bot 
the  case  is  otherwise  with  people  from  other 
countries — with  the  natives  ot  Britain  and 
British  Colonists  in  particular.  The  latter 
will  find  the  institutions  of  this  Colony  and 
British  Colombia  much  more  congenial  to 
their  ideas  ol  law  and  government.  English 
men  more  especially  will  not  have  to  encounter 
here  the  prejudice  which  they  would  very  likely 
meet  among  many  Americans  in  the  States 
on  account  of  their  nationality.  Moreover,  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  if  there  arc  many 
people  in  this  place  seeking  employment, there 
is  a  far  greater  proportion  in  California  in  the 
same  plight.   There  cannot  be  less  than  50,- 

000  persons  there  who  know  not  how  they  are 
to  pay  their  board  from  one  week  to  the  other. 
Sau  Francisco  itself  has  beco  the  receptacle 
this  year  of  a  great  number  of  immigrants 
Ironi  the  Eastern  States,  who  will  be  sure  only 
to  add  to  the  already  over-stocked  state  of  the 
labor  market  by  remaining  in  that  city.  We 
can  easily  see,  then,  that  many  who  leave 
Victoria  for  San  Francisco  arc  only — to  nuke 
use  of  a  trite  expression— jumping  out  ot  the 
frying  pati  into  the  fire. 

Although  our  gold  mines  have  not  rewarded 
many  as  yet  lor  the  labor  and  money  expended 
upon  them,  contrary  tot  he  anticipations  formed 

01  them  this  spring — and,  as  a  consequence, 
the  country  is  somewhat  under  a  cload  for  the 
present — yet  any  man  who  has  takeu  pains  to 
acquire  any  icfurmatiou  respecting  them,  must 
be  satisfied  tbat  the  gold  is  there  in  abund- 
ance, and  will  ere  long  realize  the  expectations 
formed  of  its  richness.   Till  tbeu  we  must  ex- 
pect to  labor  under  some  disadvantage,  but 
ultimately  all  will  be  well ;  and  those  who  re- 
main here  will  have  no  cause  to  regret  it. 
Even  with  all  the  drawbacks  that  can  be 
urged  against  the  couutry  at  present,  ne  one 
can  fa?  a  monuut  be  in  doubt  as  to  its  supe- 
riority over  the  old  couutry  and  many  new 
ones  'iu  respect  to  toe  facilities  it  affords  to 
men  of  moderate  expectations  to  attain  a 
competence.    By  boarding  themselves,  they 
can  easily  live  at  50  cents  a  day,  and  taking 
wages  at  the  low  standard  of  $1,  there  is  a 
margin  to  be  saved.    But  when  they  come  to 
get  $2  50  per  duy  as  laborers,  which  many 
have  been  getting  this  summer,  they  would 
soon  be  able  to  acquire  property.    Or  course, 
good  mechanics  are  in  a  still  better  position, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  many  of  our  new 
population  are  men  who  have  been  brought 
up  either  as  clerks  or  at  uo  employment  what- 
ever.  The  former  class  will  have  to  change 
their  occupations  for  a  while  until  there  is  a 
greater  demand  for  their  services  than  at 
present  exists.   They  must  oot  be  afraid  or 
ashamed  to  take  hold  ot  the  first  thing  that 
turns  up,  by  which  tbey  cun  honestly  make  a 
living.   It  is  nothing  new  in  this  country  for 
geutiemen  to  learn  how  to  use  the  axe,  the 
pick  and  the  shovel.  W  e  have  beard  of  French 
noblemen  doing  good  work  on  the  roads  of 
California,  without  thinking  it  a  disgrace. 

But  while  we  think  there  are  many  things 
which  ought  to  induce  men  to  stay  and  settle 
here,  we  cannot  be  blind  to  the  ntler  inca- 
pacity shown  by  the  Government  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  situation.    Although  loans  have 
been  authorized  to  be  negotiated,  and  although 
the  money  could  never  have  been  more  ad- 
vantageously expeuded  than  at  present,  yet  we 
might  as  well  have  bad  uo  such  loan  author- 
ized—no  government  at  all  in  fact  to  curry 
out  the  object  for  which  it  was  intended—for 
•11  the  benefits  the  country  has  derived  from 
their  movement.   Even  the  Legislative  Codu- 
cil  are  beginning  to  awake  to  the  fact.  Even 
they  think  "  the  Government  should  it  possible 
commence  without  delay,  by  means  of  the  loan 
already  authorized  to  be  made,  the  construe 
tion  ol  such  public  works,  and  especially  roads 
as  may  be  deemed  most  urgently  required.' 
What  doubt  cau  there  be  ol  the  ability  of  the 
Government  to  give  employment  to  all  that 
require  it  ?    1»  they  have  not  raised  money  by 
the  loan,  let  them  issue  debentures  payable 
with  interest  at  a  low  rate  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  loan.    If  the  United  States  can 
afford  to  carry  on  an  expensive  war  by  means 
or  Treasury  notes— if  other  Colonial  Govern- 
ments can  Ray  for  a  vast  system  of  public 
works  by  government  debentures  as  a  com 
moo  way  of  proceeding— why  can  t  our  Gov- 
ernment bestir  itaell  to  do  the  same  imme- 
diately, and   while  effecting  necessary  nn 

Jjrovements,  help  to  relain  our  present  popu- 
ation  f  Such  debentures  or  Government  scrip 
would  be  equivalent  to  paper  money,  and 
could  easily  be  converted  by  its  holder*  iu- 
tjeoia.   We  have  not  the  slightest  doubt 


thinks  that  by  the  1st  of  November  the  road 
will  be  completed  as  far  as  Williams  Lake ; 
and  If  his  men  are  able  to  work  till  the  15th 
of  the  same  mouth  that  they  will  reach  Mud 
Lake. 

The  steamer  Enterprise  will  be  finished  this 
full,  but  not  launched.  Capt.  Thos.  Wright 
is  at  Alexandria  to  superintend  tlie  arrange- 
ment lor  spring  trade  and  to  make  an  exami- 
nation of  different  points  in  the  river  during 
its  low  stage. 

The  Governor  is  on  his  way  to  Lillooet, 
where  he  will  probably  await  Mr.  Wright's 
return,  to  make  an  examination  of  his  wagon 
road,  and  will  return  by  the  Lyttou  route. 

Mr.  Fred  Rhoda,  a  packer,  left  the  Forks 
of  Quesnelle  on  the  6th  of  Sepember,  where 
he  sold  a  load  of  flour  at  30  cents  per  lb.,  on 
credit.  He  could  have  got  no  bid  for  cash 
as  money  was  scarce  and  stocks  full.  The 
traders  a't  the  Forks  asked  40  cents  per  lb. 


Saturday,  Sept.  27. 
Arrival  from  San  Frakciboo.— The  tbree- 
masted  schooner  Monitor  arrived  Irom  Sao 
Francisco  yesterday  rooming,  in  eleven  days. 
She  briugs  20  passengers,  also  a  full  cargo  of 
assorted  merchandise,  consigned  to  Pickett  & 
Co.  We  received  by  this  arrival  San  Fran- 
cisco papers  to  the  Ulb  inst.,  bot  the  uews 
is  no  later  than  that  received  overland  on 
Friday.  The  clipper  ship  Caroline  Reed,  and 
barks  Onward  and  Adelaide  Cooper,  were  up 
for  this  port.  The  Onward  was  nearly  full 
and  would  sail  in  a  day  or  two.  Under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  strong  southerly  winds  which 
have  prevailed  for  the  past  ten  days,  she  is 
due  at  anv  moment.  No  steamer  was  adver- 
tised for  this  port.  The  sale  of  the  Broderick 
estate  came  off  on  the  13th,  when  $170,000 
worth  of  property  was  disposed  of. 

Commercial. — Sales  ot  English  merchan- 
dise, ex  late  arrivals,  at  a  fair  advance  on  first 
cost  and  charges,  are  duily  made  both  for 
Colonial  and  Californian  consumption.  The 
Cyclone  brought  about  1000  tone  of  assorted 
merchandise,  which  she  will  discharge  on 
Union  Wharf.  The  sales  of  provisions  lor  the 
mines  hove  declined  sensibly.  The  fall  trode, 
to  use  an  incongruous  expression,  seems  over 
before  it  has  commenced,  and  the  continued 
accouuts  of  full  stocks  and  low  prices  which 
reach  us  daily  from  the  diggiugs  give  no  rea- 
son to  hope  for  an  amendment.  Stocks  in  this 
market  are  full,  and  the  demand  light.  Flour 
holds  at  $7  25(?r,7  75  per  bbl.  for  superfine 
ami  89  for  extra.  Oregon  bacon.  SgggjMj 
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for  flour,  but  none  was  selling. 

Mr.  Khi. da  has  piospected  in  the  diggings 
all  summer  and  owns-  three  claims  on 
Antler  Creek,  which  he  ha*  forsaken  as 
worthless.  The  creek  is  nearly  deserted— a 
few  men  holding  on  to  their  claims  with  the 
idea  that  they  will  yet  be  able  to  sell  out. 

The  Campbell  claim  on  Lightning  Creek 
is  said  to  be  the  only  one  there  that  is  pay- 
ing anything  worth  while;  the  others  are 
spoken  of  as  failures. 

On  Williams  Creek,  the  rich  claims  main- 
tain their  previous  reputations,  and  are  pay- 
ing quite  as  largely  as  ever. 

Five  or  six  new  claims  are  reported  as 
struck  on  this  creek  recently. 

Marshall's  train  of  40  animals  liss  reached 
Alexandria  with  a  cargo  of  good*  for  Peace 
liver.  The  goods  will  bo  boated  from  Alex- 
ndria  to  Peace  River.  It  is  said  that  a 
company  of  miners  have  struck  good  dig- 
gings on  that  stream  and  expect  to  winter 
there. 

The  number  of  men  in  the  diggings  is  va- 
riously estimated  from  800  to  1500. 

A  few  claims  ou  Lowhee  Gulch  are  pay- 
ing very  richly. 

Freight  from  Lillooet  to  Quesnelle  has 
declined  to  15  cents  per  pound.  Packers 
have  offered  to  take  goods  at  that  rate  for 
cash.  CootraciH  have  been  made  to  pack 
goods  to  Williams  Creek  for  40  cents  per 
pound— the  packers  to  wait  fur  their  pay 
until  the  goods  nre  sold. 

The  weather  in  the  mines  was  dry  and 
pleasant  when  Mr.  Rhoda  started  to  come 
down.  A  large  number  of  men  were  on 
their  way  down  to  Victoria. 

From  the  Sandwich.  Islands. 

The  bark  Kathleen,  Captain  Marchent, 
arrived  on  Sunday  morning  from  Honolulu, 
in  22  days,  with  a  quantity  of  Island  pro- 
duce. Through  the  courtesy  ot  Captain  M. 
we  have  S.  Island  papers  to  the  4th  inst. 

Prince  Albert,  of  Hawaii,  died  on  the  27th 
of  August,  aged  4  years,  3  months  and  7 
days.  The  obsequies  ware  to  take  place 
on  the  7th  of  Sept. 

H.  M.  ship  Termagant  arrived  at  Hono- 
lulu on  the  22d  of  August,  42  days  from 
Panama,  bringing  as  passengers  the  newly- 
appointed  British  Commissioner  and  Consul 
General  Wm.  F.  Synge  and  family.  The 
Commissioner  was  duly  received  by  the 
King. 

H.  M.  ship  Charybdis  sailed  from  Hono- 
lulu for  Valparaiso  on  the  26th  of  August. 

The  schooner  J.  B.  Ford,  for  China,  with 
lumber  from  Puget  Sound,  was  seized  at  La- 
haina,  where  she  had  put  in  to  procure  water 
and  supplies,  on  the  15th  of  August,  by  vir- 
tue of  a  writ  issued  by  parties  claiming  the 
vessel  at  San  Francisco.  It  is  charged  that 
the  owners  sent  her  with  a  cargo  to  Vic- 
toria, after  disposal  of  which  she  was  to  take 
a  cargo  of  lumber  for  San  Francisco,  accord- 
ing to  the  statement  ot  the  owner*,  but,  as 
the  captain  avers,  for  China.  The  schooner, 
we  hear,  was  buiit  for  and  owned  by  the 
present  captain,  hut  owing  to  some  difficulty 
in  money  mutters,  he  transferred  the  nomi- 
nal ownership  of  her  to  the  parties  now 
claiming,  who  sent  a  power  of  attorney  to 
Honolulu  to  take  the  vessel  from  him  should 
she  touch  there.  A  Captain  Babcock  was 
subsequently  placed  in  charge  of  the  vessel, 
and  she  sailed  for  Shanghau  on  the  29lh  of 
Angust.

ance  doubly  sure,"  crawled  behind  a  water 
butt,  with  necks  outstretched  to  their  utmost 
length— eyes  starting  from  their  sockets  with 
expressions  of  eager  expectancy — bats  off- 
end their  bald  heads  glistening  beneath  the 
fierce  rays  of  the  sun — all  for  the  sake  of  mo 
rality.    While  the  trio  still  peeped  around 
the  water-butt,  (speechless,  no  doubt,  with 
amazement  at  the  shocking  exhibition  of  de- 
pravity,; the  wicked  young  man  caught  sight 
of  one  of  the  bald  heads  as  it  shone  around 
the  hogshead,  and  pointing  thereat  with  his 
finger,  bawled  out,  iu  a  jeering  tone,  "OA,  ZooA;

— A  sad  accident, 
whereby  eight  men  lost  their  lives,  occurred 
in  Deception  Pass,  near  the  Ulsalady  mills 
of  Orennsn  &,  Craney,  Washington  Terri- 
tory, on  Thursday  evening  last,  at  7  o'clock 
A  skiff  boat,  sloop-rigged,  called  the  Wild 
Cat,  the  captain  of  which  was  named  Thos 
Martin,  alius  Pepper,  sailed  from  this  harbor 
on  Thursday  morning  last,  bound  for  Utsa 
lady.    She  had  nine  men  aboard,  including 
the  captain,  and  a  small  amount  of  freight. 
She  entered  Deception   Pass  with  a  fair 
wind,  but  the  tide  being  against  her,  she 
was  whirled  into  an  eddy,  when  the  sai 
jibed  and  she  went  over.    One  of  the  occu 
pants— a  Norwegian  sailor — got  upon  a  bar 
rel  which  floated  from  the  hold  of  the  cap- 
sized vessel,  and,  after  drifting  about  for 
some  hours,  was  thrown,  more  dead  than 
alive,  on   the  beach  of  Whidbv's  Island 
He  heard  several  of  his  late  companion 
crying  for  help  for  a  *hmt  time  after  the 
boat  capsized,  but  was  unable  to  see  them 
and  their  cries  grow  gradually  faiuter  ant 
fainter  until  at  last  they  ceased  altogether, 
and  as  none  of  the  missing  men  have  since 
reported  themselves,  it  is  presumed  that  they 
were  drowned.    One  of  the  lost  was  a  black- 
smith named  Butler,  and  another  a  mill- 
hand  named  McCloud.  The  remainder  were 
Englishmen  and  Canadians  in  search  of  em- 
ployment at  the  mills  as  lumberman,  and, 
we  regret  to  say,  theit  names  oauuot  be  as- 
certained.   As  the  captain  was  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  when  leaving  here,  it  is  be- 
lieved tbat  he  was  drunk  when  the  sad  acci- 
dent ooourred.

Travers,  a  Williams  Creek  miner,  brought 
down  $12,000.  He  Is  one  of  a  company  of  lucky 
fellows  who  struck  fine  diggings  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  below  the  caaon  on  Williams 
Creek  about  a  month  since.  For  bis  share  he 
took  out  $2,000  for  Ave  days'  work,  and  then  sold 
bis  interest  to  Chief  Justice  Begbio  and  Bar- 
rister Walker,  for  $10,000.  Mr.  T.  is  bound  for 
bis  home  in  England. 

Messrs.  Pvles  and  Hoffman,  '58  residents  of 
Victoria,  have  a  very  rich  elaim  in  a  qiarter  of  a 
mile  above  the  town,  on  Williams.  It  yields  10» 
ouncrs  a  day  lo  the  company.  Scott's  claim  pays 
eighty  ounces  every  twenty-four  hours.  Camer- 
on* elaim  is  only  paying  good  wages. 

Two  dir.tir.ct  kinds  of  gold  are  found  on  th* 
Creek.  On  the  west  side  the  gold  is  beautifully 
yellow  ;  while  on  the  east  side,  the  gold  has  a 
brown*  rusty  appearance.  It  is  argued  for  this 
fact  that  there  are  two  different  leads  of  gold  on 
the  Creek.  The  diggings  below  the  canon  it  is 
believed  wijl  prove  very  rich.  The  creek  is  now 
claimed  to  the  swamp.  There  was  a  heavy  fall 
of  snow  on  Williams,  Antler,  and  Lightning 
Creeks,  on  the  8th  instant. 

On  Jack  of  Clubs  Creek  the  bed-rock  has  not 
been  reached,  on  account  of  water  in  the  shafts. 
Companies  are  still  working  on  this  ereek. 

A  great  many  farms  have  been  taken  up  on  the 
Una  of  Wright's  wagon  road,  and  it  is  expected 
that  heavy  crops  will  be  raised  thereon  next  year. 
Wheat  was  grown  last  summer  on  Dog  and  Chim- 
ney Creek*,  and  the  land  proved  very  productive. 
Two  Frenohmen.fpleased  with  the  appearance  of 
the  crops,  have  sent  to  San  Francisco  for  a  small 
grist-mill.  The  farming-land  is  generally  found 
in  the  valleys,  whioh  are  from  100  to  1000  acres  in 
extent.  The  result  of  this  year's  planting  has  es- 
tablished the  fact  that  all  kinds  of  vegetables,  and 
barley,  oats,  wheat,  &c,  can  be  raised  in  that  dis- 
trict. Many  Canadians  have  settled  on  these  lands. 
The  tolls  collected  at  Lillooet  during  this  month 
will  probably  amount  to  about  $0000. 

The  new  steamer  on  Lillooet  Lake  will  be  ready 
for  launching  in  four  weeks.  She  is  HA  feet  long, 
20  feet  beam,  and  will  have  two  14  inch  cylinders, 
and  be  capable  of  taking  100  tons  of  traight.  She 
is  expected  to  be  the  fastest  boat  in  British  Co- 
lusabia,  and  is  arranged  so  that  loaded  wagons 
may  be  taken  across  the  hike  without  discharging. 

The  Governor  is  receiving  proposals  for  a  road 
from  Port  Pemberton,  three  fourths  of  a  mile  down 
Lillooet  Lake,  which,  when  finished,  will  greatly 
expedite  stage  travel  over  the  route.

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The  New  Real  Estate  Act 

The  Bill  to  amend  tha  Real  Estate  Tax 
Act  of  I860,  brought  in  by  Mr.  Cary,  has 
reached  a  second  reading,  and  it  may,  per- 
haps, be  worth  while  for  the  public  to  know 
whether  it  is  such  a  one  as  would  be  likely 
to  meet  with  their  approval  when  put  in 
practice.  Though  on  the  whole  it  may  be 
pretty  well  adapted  to  obtain  the  end  sought 
to  be  gained  by  its  enactment,  still  we  can- 
not help  remarking  that  there  are  some  fea- 
tures in  it  whioh  are  not  likely  to  meet  with 
ranch  favor  from  those  who  will  have  to  pay 
taxes  under  its  provisions.  One  eannot  help 
being  struck,  for  instance,  with  the  evident 
desire  there  is  apparent  on  the  face  of  nearly 
every  enactment  in  whioh  there  is  any  oc- 
casion for  the  appointment  of  officers,  to 
throw  the  whole  power  and  patronage  into 
the  hands  of  the  Governor.  This  system  of 
centralisation  has  becume  almost  as  strong 
in  this  Colony  as  in  the  despotic  Gov- 
ernments of  Europe.  The  Governor  is 
made  the  factotum  in  the  way  of  official 
appointments.  The  principle  is  continued 
in  the  Bill,  where,  if  any  where,  it  ought  to 
have  no  plaee.  It  is  of  the  highest  import- 
a  proper  person—one  having  no 
I  with  the  Executive,  should  be 
nted  as  assessor.  He  should  stand  be- 
n  the  Government  and  the  people.  We 
want  no  dependent  upon  Crown  patronage  to 
fix  the  value  of  our  property  according  to  ihe 
elastic  scale  prescribed  by  the  Executive.  We 
want  no  ptaca-scrrcr  who  wltt"  raa^e  ^Qat  Jus- 
tice to  all  subservient  to  the  private  interests 
and  wishes  of  those  in  power.  The  people  have 
to  pay  the  taxes,  and  it  is  only  just  that  they 
should  have  souiethinjr  to  say  in  choosing  the 
officers  who  are  to  decide  in  what  proportions 
they  are  to  pay.  As  matters  exist  in  this 
Colony  at  present,  there  is  no  one  responsible 
for  the  appointment  of  any  person  to  a  Gov- 
ernment office  but  the  Governor  himself.  The 
principle  of  responsibility — one  of  the  most 
beautiful  features  of  British  parliamentary  in- 
stitutions--is  completely  ignored  in  our  system 
of  government.  We  might  as  well  be  under 
the  Czar  of  Russia  for  all  the  benefit  we  derive 
from  it.  That  being  the  case,  the  country  has 
a  right  to  insist  that  no  power  of  appointing 
Assessors  be  given  to  the  Governor  by  any  act 
of  the  Legislative  Assembly  until  such  time  as 
the  principle  of  ministerial  responsibility  be 
fully  recognized  and  carried  out  by  our  Gov- 
ernment. It  is  not  likely,  as  long  as  all  the 
patronage  of  officers  resides  in  the  hands  of  the 
Governor  alone,  and  the  funds  are  freely  sup- 
plied by  the  people,  that  much  chauge  of  con- 
duct can  be  expected.  The  elections  are  now 
not  very  far  off.  The  days  of  some  at  least  of 
our  present  members  ore  numbered.  They  are 
now  in  the  "sere  and  yellow  leaf."  "  A  vote ! 
a  vote !  a  place  for  a  vote  !"  will  soon  be  the 
cry.  All  that  official  pressure  can  do  will  be 
done  to  secure  the  return  of  dead-heads  and 
time-servers,  who  will  be  content  to  sit  in  our 
House  ol  Assembly  like  so  many  automatons 
to  be  put  through  set  movements  by  the  Chief 
Manager.  Then  the  value  of  placemen  will 
become  apparent. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  Legislature  in 
this  new  Bill  have  any  intention  ot  mak- 
ing any  distinction  between  absentee  and 
resident  land-owners.  No  better  opportun- 
ity could  occur  than  the  present  for  attempt- 
ing to  make  some  provision  by  which 
absentees  might  be  made  to  contribute  some- 
thing more  than  equal  taxes  with  those  who 
remain  on  the  Island.  We  have  advocated 
the  introduction  of  such  a  change  in  previous 
numbers  of  this  paper,  and  we  have  still  to 
repeat  that  it  is  a  gross  injustice  to  suffer 
men  residing  elsewhere,  but  owning  land 
here,  to  reap  the  benefit  in  the  improved 
value  of  their  property,  derived  from  the 
presence  and  labour  of  those  who  besr  the 
brant  of  the  hardships  attendant  on  reducing 
a  new  country  to  something  like  civilization. 
We  dare  say  that  most  of  our  readers  can 
point  out  instances  within  their  knowledge 
where  tracts  of  land  are  owned  by  men  living 
in  California  or  England,  who  have  made  little 
or  no  improvements  upon  them,  bnt  are 
waiting  till  time  and  the  exertions  of  resi- 
dents shall  have  ao  increased  the  value  of 
their  property  as  to  make  it  worth  their  while 
to  look  after  it.  Now  who  is  there  that  does 
not  see  what  a  drag  such  a  state  of  things 
must  be  upon  the  progress  of  a  yonng  coun- 
try? Instead  of  being  resident  consumers 
and  producers,  adding  by  their  presence  to 
the  wealth  of  the  Island,  they  live  abroad, 
they  spend  their  money  abroad,  they  give 
other  countries  the  benefit  of  their  labor  and 
skill,  and,  not  only  thst,  in  many  instances 
they  help  to  draw  money  out  of  the  country 
in  the  shape  of  rents.  Why  can't  the 
principle  of  taxing  absentees  to  make  up  for 
loss  occasioned  by  their  living  abroad  be  in- 
troduced. There  is  no  unfairness  in  it.  It 
is  only  an  act  of  justice  to  those  who  remain 
here  to  build  our  Colony  by  their  money, 
their  labor,  and  their  intelligence/ 

We  think  that  clause  requiring  the  As- 
sessor, before  the  completion  of  his  roll,  to 
transmit  by  post  to  every  person  named 
thereon,  whose  place  of  abode  is  known  to 
the  Assessor,  a  uotice  of  the  actual  value  at 
which  his  real  estate  has  been  assessed,  and 
the  amount  to  be  paid,  is  open  to  serious  ob- 
jection. If  this  were  a  country  in  which 
post  offices  were  within  reach  of  every  man, 
it  might  not  make  much  difference,  but  how 
are  men  to  get  letters  in  the  outer  districts 
wherethere  aro  scarcely  roads,  let  alone  a 
post  office  ?  Must  a  man  keep  constantly 
coming  to  Victoria  for  notices  from  the  As-

Repeal  of  previous  Land  Proclamations. 

I.  The  proclamations  issued  by  me  under  the 
publio  seal  of  the  said  Colony,  dated  respectively 
the  19th  day  of  February,  1861,  the  21st  day  of 
March,  1881,  and  the  9th  day  of  May  1861,  save 
so  far  as  the  rights  and  interests  of  any  person 
who  may  have  sought  to  acquire  land  thereunder 
are  concerned,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Lands  to  be  sold  at  Auction,  if  requisite. 

II.  Whenever  the  puolic  requirements  are  such 
as  to  render  the  sale  of  any  tract  of  land  expedient, 
whether  a  town  site,  suburban  land,  or  otherwise, 
the  same  land  will  be  put  up  or  sold  at  public  auc- 
tion, at  such  upset  price  as  msy  be  from  time  to 
time  determined  on — not,  however,  in  any  case 
exceeding  the  sum  of  4s.  2d  per  acre  for  country 
land,  and  in  the  event  of  any  land  not  fetching  the 
upset  price,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Surveyor 
General  to  sell  the  same  by  private  contract  at 
such  upset  prioe.

III.  All  country  land  forfeited  for  non-payment 
of  instalments  shall  from  time  to  time  be  put  up

IT.  That  from  and  after  the  date  hereof,  British

With  the  view  of  securing  some  portion,  at 
least,  of  l»e  large  tide  of  emigration  which 
has  been  flowing  this  way  for  the  laat  few 
months,  it  iaof  the  highest  importance  that 
no  exertion  should  be  spared-no  stone  un- 
turned— by  those  who  are  in  a  position  to 
do  anything  in  tho  matter.  Every  property 
owner—every  man  who  has  made  up  bis 
mind  that  bis  interests  and  the  interests  of  j 
this  country  are  linked  together — musi  be  j 
anxious  that  as  many  as  possible  of  our  new- 
comers may  be  able  to  take  up  their  resi- 
dence amongst  us.  Like  in  all  new  coun- 
tries, population  is  to  us  one  of  our  greatest 
wants.  We  are  here  long  enou 
for  a  certainty  that  all  the  co 
to  make  it  great  and  prosperous,  is  develop 
ment ;  and  that  is  to  be  attained  by  the  skill 
and  sturdy  arms  of  man.  That  we  can  in- 
duce many  to  see  that  it  would  be  only  for 
their  advantage  to  settle  here,  we  have  no 
doubt;  but  we  must  take  the  necessary 
trouble  to  do  so  if  we  would  succeed.  But 
we  can  do  little  without  organization — with- 
out system.  Something  has  already  been 
done  in  that  way,  in  the  chape  of  an  Emi- 
gration Board  ;  but  ita  non-official  character 
renders  it  too  weak  to  do  what  is  required. 
We  have  a  goyflrnniBnUi  department  which 
might  und  ought  to  be  able  to  do  good  ser- 
vice towards  the  object  in  view.  There 
coulil  be  no  serious  objection  made  towards 
establishing  an  Emigration  Agency  in  con- 
nection with  the  Land  Office.  If  the  Gov- 
ernment has  the  settlement  of  the  country 
at  heart  it  is  bound  to  take  every  reasonable 
means  of  effecting  that  object.  If  the  lands 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Grown  are  to  be  sold, 
customers  must  be  sought  for  them.  Those 
who  would  be  any  way  disposed  to  settle 
upon  them,  if  they  knew  sufficient  about 
them,  must  not  be  allowed  to  go  away  from 
our  Island  with  the  impression  that  it  is  a 
land  of  barren  promise.  Information  of  all 
the  resources  of  both  Colonies  should  be 
circulated.  An  Emigration  Department  of 
the  Land  Office  should  be  located  in  the 
city — on  Government  street,  for  instance — 
where  access  to  every  description  of  intelli- 
gence relative  to  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try could  be  had  with  the  greatest  facility 
and  every  inducement  held  out  to  make  use 

Land  Office  MroM'^mea^a'y  wh?w  fnfor* 
mation  respecting  the  Crown  lands  can  be 
had  for  asking.  That  is  not  enough.  There 
must  be  an  officer  that  will  hunt  up  aett'ers 
like  any  other  land  agent—that  will  make 
it  his  business  to  have  the  land  located.  To 
do  that  he  must'  be  in  the  middle  of  the 
city — among  business  men — in  the  midst  of 
the  throng. 

The  Immigration  Board  might  perhaps  be 
continued  and  be  of  good  service,  but  ita  oper- 
ations might  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Government.  Properly  directed  by  an  ener- 
getic immigration  agent,  its  exertions  would 
materially  help  to  provide  employment  and 
homes  for  those  in  waut  of  them.  That  fuch 
an  officer  might  be  appoiuted  and  paid  a  reas- 
onable salary  with  profit  to  the  Colony,  is,  we 
think,  quite  possible.  Suppose  a  salary  of 
$11200  were  given,  to  a  competent  person 
and  that  he  succeeded  in  locating  100  settlers 
on  wild  lands,  it  would  just  cost  on  the  civil 
list,  $12  per  head  per  auuum.  If  the  instal- 
ments of  tbe  land  were  pa|d  regularly,  it  would 
give  abont  $25  a  year  from  each  settler  for  four 
years.  Then  take  the  increased  value  of  the 
property  of  tbe  Coleny,  tbe  amount  of  wealth 
added  to  the  general  capital  of  the  country, 
by  tho  product  of  the  land  nnder  the  labor  of 
these  men,  and  the  balance  will  be  greatly  in 
favor  of  the  Colony. 

If  this  Colony  were  united  to  British  Co- 
lombia, the  one  Immigration  Department  would 
serve  for  both.  Tbe  settlement  of  British 
Colombia,  the  development  of  its  vast  mineral 
resources,  and  its  rapid  transformation  into  a 
flourishing  member  of  the  British  American 
Provinces,  would  be  the  inevitable  result.  As 
it  is  now,  we  must  have  a  double  set  ol  officials 
where  one  would  amply  suffice.  The  resources 
of  both  Colonies  are  wasted  in  satisfying  that 
silly  whim  for  separate  existence  which  has  so 
infatuated  some  people  across  the  Gulf. 

Thb  English  Army  at  Waterloo. — What 
is  truly  admirable  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo  is 
England — English  firmness,  English  resolution, 

Ian!  had  there— may  it^not  displease  her— Ts 
herself.  It  is  not  her  Captain,  it  is  not  her 
army.  Wellington,  strangely  ungrateful,  de- 
clared, in  a  letter  to  Lord  Bathurst,  that  his 
army,  tbe  army  that  fought  on  the  18th  of 
June,  1815.  was  a  "  detestable  army."  What 
does  this  dark  assemblage  of  bones,  buried  be- 
neath tbe  furrows  of  Waterloo,  think  of  that  ? 

England  has  been  too  modest  in  regard  to 
Wellington.  To  mako  Wellington  so  great,  is 
to  belittle  England.  Wellington  is  but  a  bero 
like  tbe  rest.  Theso  Scotch  Grays,  these 
Horse  Guards.tbese  regiments  of  Mai t  land  and 
of  Mitchell,  this  infantry  of  Pack  and  Kempt, 
this  cavalry  of  Ponsooby  and  of  Somerset, 
these  Highlanders,  playing  the  bagpipe  under 
the  storm  of  grape,  thc.-c  battalions  under  Ry- 
laodt,  the  raw  recruits  who  hardly  know  how 
to  handle  a  musket,  holding  out  against  the 
veteran  bands  of  Essling  and  Rivoli-  -all  that 
is  grand.  Wellington  was  tenacious,  that  was 
his  merit,  and  we  do  not  undervalue  it,  but 
the  least  of  bis  foot  soldiers  or  bis  horsemen 
was  quite  as  firm  as  be.  The  iron  soldier  is 
quite  as  good  as  the  Iron  Duke.  For  our  part 
all  onr  glorification  goes  to  the  English  sol- 
dier, tbe  English  army,  tbe  English  people.  If 
trophy  there  be,  to  England  the  trophy  is  due. 
The  Waterloo  columu  would  be  more  just  if, 
instead  of  the  figure  of  a  man,  it  lifted  to  the 
clouds  the  statue  of  a  nation. 

But  this  great  England  will  be  offended  at 
what  we  say  here.  She  bas  still,  alter  her 
1688  sod  our  1789.  tbe  feudal  illusion.  She 
believes  in  hereditary  right,  and  in  tbe  hier- 
archy. This  people,  surpassed  by  none  in 
might  and  glory,  esteems  itself  as  a  nation  not 
as  a  people.  So  much  so  that  as  a  people  they 
subordinate  themselves  willingly,  and  take  a 
Lord  for  a  bead.  Workmen,  they  submit  to 
be  despised;  soldiers,  they  submit  to  be 
whipped.  We  remember  that  at  tbe  battle  of 
Inkermann  a  sergeant,  who,  as  it  appeared.had 
tared  the  army,  could  not  be  mentioned  by

"The  appearance,  language  and  manner  of 
the  man  gave  me  so  strong  an  impression  ol 
pood  faith,  that,  without  a  minute's  hesitation,

'fifty-five,  the  ancient  bud  reputation  of  this 
precinct  had  been  resuscitated.

By 
the  aid  of  these  things  the  deceased  was  soon 
identified  as  Marie  Badey,  late  a  servant  at 
Lvons,  which  city  she  had  quitted  three  days 
before.  She  hail  stated  as  tbe  reason  for  her 
departure,  that  a  man  from  tbe  conutry  had 
offered  her  a  good  situation  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, provided  she  could  take  it  at  once.  Pre- 
cisely similar  proposals  had  been  mude  on  the 
very  same  day,  to  another  servant  girl,  Marie 
Cart ;  tbe  agent  being  a  country-looking  man, 
aged  about  fifty,  and  having  a  noticeable  scar 
or  swelling  on  the  upper  lip.  Marie  Cart  post- 
pond  her  answer  until  the  4th  of  March  ;  a 
circumstance  which  probably  induced  the  sus- 
pected person  to  address  himself,  in  the  in- 
terim, to  Marie  Badey.  °  u . . 

On  the  fourth  of  March  the  same  man 
called  upon  Marie  Cart,  who  finally  declined 
his  offer,  but  introduced  him  to  a  friend  of 
hers,  Olyrape  Alabcrt— also  a  servant— who, 
tempted  with  what  she  considered  an  advan- 
tageous proposal,  closed  with  it,  and  left 
Lyons  under  the  guidance  of  the  supposed 
countryman.  Night  wan  falling  as  they  en- 
tered the  wood  of  Montaverne,  in  which,  a 
few  days  before,  the  body  of  Marie  Baday 
had  been  iound.  Acting  on  a  sudden  im- 
pulse, the  girl  quitted  her  conductor,  and 
sought  refuge  in  a  neighboring  farm. 

At  this  point— strange  as  it  seems,  con- 
sidering on  what  a  stratum  of  crime  they 
had  touched— the  discoveries  of  tbe  police 
ended  for  that  time. 

In  the  mouth  of  September  following,  a 
man,  answering  in  every  point  to  tbe  former 
description,  induced  a  girl,  named  Josephtv 
Charlety,  to  accompany  him  to  a  pretended 
situation  as  a  domestic  servant,  and  both  left 
the  city  together.  Their  way  lay  through 
cross  roads  ;  until,  night  coming  on,  the  girl 
— like  Olympe  Alabert — oppressed  with  a 
nameless  terror,  fled  into  the  nearest  house. 

On  the  thirty- first  of  October,  the  wolf 
again  visited  the  fold,  and  selected  Jeane 
Bourgeois,  another  servant  girl.  But  once 
more  an  opportune  misgiving  saved  the  in- 
tended prey.  In  the  succeeding  month,  the 
wolf  made  choice  of  Viclorine  Perrin  ;  but, 
on  this  occasion,  being  crossed  by  some 
travelers,  it  was  tbe  wolf  who  took  to  flight, 
carrying  with  him  tbe  girl's  trunk,  contain- 
ing all  her  clothes  and  money.  None  of 
these  incidents  seem  to  have  provoked  much 
attention  from  tbe  authorities,  and  the  horri- 
ble deeds  in  course  of  commission  were  only 
brought  to  light  by  the  almost  miraculous 
escape  of  another  proposed  victim,  Marie 
Pichon. 

On  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  'CI,  at  eleven 
o'clock  at  night,  a  woman  knocked  wildly  at 
the  door  of  a  farm,  in  the  village  of  Bulan, 
demanding  help  against  an  assassin.  Her 
bruised  and  wounded  face,  torn  garments, 
shoeless  feet,  all  bore  testimony  to  the  im- 
minence of  tbe  danger  from  which  she  had 
escaped.    Conducted  to  the  brigade  of  gen- 
darmerie, at  Montlael,  who  made  tbe  follow- 
ing statement,  listened  to  at  the  subsequent 
trial  with  breathless  interest :  "  To-day,  at 
two  o'clock,  I  was  crossing  the  bridge  La 
Guillotiere,  at  Lyons,  when  a  man  I  had  not 
before  observed,  but  who  must  have  been 
following  me,  plucked  my  dress  and  asked 
me  if  1  could  tell  him  in  what  street  the 
Servant's  Office  was  situated  ?    I  mentioned 
two,  adding  that  I  myself  was  about  to  visit 
tbe  latter.    He  asked  if  I  were  in  search  of 
a  place  ?    "Yes."  "Then,"  said  he,  "I  have 
just  the  thing  to  suit  you.    I  am  gardener 
at  the  chateau  near  Montlael,  and  my  mis- 
tress has  sent  me  to  Lyons  with  positive 
orders   to   bring  back  a  house  servant, 
oost  what  it  may."    He  enumerated  the  ad- 
vantages I  should  enjoy,  and  said  that  the 
work  would  be  very  light,  and  the  wages 
two  hondred  and  fifty  francs,  beside  many 
Christmas-boxes.    A  married  duughter  of 
his  mistress  paid  her  frequent  visits,  and 
left  five  francs  on  tbe  mantlepieoe  for  the 
maid.    He  added  that  I  should  bs  expected 
to  attend  mass  regularly.

All 
I  recollect  is,  that  the  cord  was  still  in  his 
hand.  I  caught  up  my  box  and  umbrella, 
and  flew  down  the  hill.  In  crossing  a  little 
diteh,  I  fell  aud  brui-ed  myself  severely, 
arid  losing  my  umbrella.  Fear,  however! 
gave  me  strength.  I  heard  the  heavy  steps 
of  the  murderer  in  pursuit,  and  was  on  my 
legs  again  in  an  instant,  running  for  life. 
At  that  moment,  tho  moon  rose  above  the 
trees  on  my  left,  and  I  saw  the  glimmer  of  a 
white  bouse  on  the  plain.  Toward  this  I 
flew,  crossing  tbe  railway,  and  falling  re- 
peatedly in  my  headlong  course.  Soon  I 
saw  lights.  It  was  Balan.  I  slopped  nt 
the  first  bouse.  A  man  ranout,.atid  I  was 
saved." 

Such  was  Marie  Pichon's  narrative.  The 
authorities,  now  fully  aroused,  at  once  com- 
menced a  searching  inquiry.  Ultimately, 
the  eyo  of  justice  rested  oft  a  certain  small 
house  in  the  little  hamlet  of  DuMollard. 
Villuge  gossip  spoke  unreservedly  of  tbe 
skulking  nocturnal  habits  of  Its  master — the 
stern  unsocial  manners  of  his  wife.  Their 
name  was  the  same  a*  that  of  the  village— 
Dumollard — a  very  common  name  in  that 
district.  The  man  bad  a  peculiar  scar  or 
tumor  oo  his  upper  lip. 

The  magistrate  at  once  waited  upon  Du- 
mollard, and  reqnested  an  explanation  of 
tbe  employment  of  his  time  on  the  day  and 
night  of  the  twenty-sixth  of  May,  The  an- 
swers being  evasive,  and  certain  articles  in 
in  the  house  wearing  a  veiy  suspicious  look, 
Dumollard  was  given  into  custody,  con- 
veyed to  Trevoux,  and  instantly  identified 
by  Marie  Piobon  as  her  assailant.  Mean- 
while a  search  in  his  house  resulted  in  the 
discovery  of  an  immense  accumulation  of 
articles,  evidently  the  produce  of  plunder — 
clothes,  linen  pieces  of  lace,  ribbons,  gowns, 
handkerchiefs,  shoes,  in  a  word,  every  spe- 
cies of  articles  that  might  have  belonged  to 
girls  of  the  servant  class.  Very  many  of 
these  bore  traces  of  blood  ;  others  had  been 
roughly  washed  and  hung  out.  These  ob- 
jects amounted  in  all  to  twelve  hundred  and 
fifty.  "  The  man  must  have  a  charnel  some- 
where," said  one  of  the  searchers. 

It  was  next  ascertained  that,  in  Novem- 
ber, 1858,  Dumollard  was  seen  to  alight  one 
evening  at  the  station  of  Montlael,  accom- 
panied by  a  young  woman,  whose  luggage 
he  deposited  in  the  office,  saying  that  he 
would  call  for  it  the  next  day.  It  was  never 
claimed. 

"  On  the  night  yon  mean,"  said  the  wife  of 
Dumollard — who,  after  tha  search  in  the  house, 
had  been  likewise  taken  into  custody,  and  now 
showed  a  disposition  to  confess — "  Dumollard 
came  home  very  late,  bringing  a  silver  wutch 
and  some  blood  stained  clothes.  He  gave  me 
tbe  latter  to  wash,  only  saying,  in  his  short 
way,'  I  have  killed  a  girl  in  Mountain  wood, 
and  am  going  back  to  bury  her.'  He  took  his 
pickaxe  and  went  out.  The  next  day  be 
wanted  to  claim  the  girl's  baggage,  but  I  dis- 
suaded him  from  doing  so." 

In  order  to  verify  this  statement,  the  magis- 
trates, on  tho  31at  of  July,  1861,  repaired  to 
Mountain  wood,  taking  with  them  the  two  ac- 
cused. For  seme  hours  all  their  searches 
proved  fruitless,  the  woman  declaring  her  ina- 
bility to  point  out  the  precise  spot,  and  the 
man  preserving  a  stolid  silence.  At  length 
some  appearance  of  a  tumulous  was  detected 
among  the  boshes,  and  a  few  strokes  of  the 


of  his  victim.  Tbe 
moment  to  impress 


magistrates  seized  the 
npon  him  the  inutility 


of  any  farther  attempt  to  evade  justice,  and 
invited  him  to  make  a  full  confession.  After 
a  tew  moments  of  seeming  irresolution,  he 
commenced  the  following  recital  : 

"One  day  in  December,  'fifty-three,  I  was 
accosted  in  Lyons  by  two  individuals  of  the 
farmer  class,  whose  manner  and  appearance 
won  my  unlimited  confidence.  After  treat- 
ing me  to  wine  at  a  neighboring  tavern,  they 
invited  me  to  stroll  oo  the  quay,  asked  me  a 
multitude  of  questions,  and  finally  proposed 
to  me  to  enter  their  service.  I  inquired  the 
nature  of  the  work  required  of  me  ?  '  The 
abduction  of  young  women,'  was  the  reply. 
1  You  shall  have  forty  francs  for  every  'prize,' 
and  it  you  remain  with  us  twenty  years,  we 
will  guarantee  you  a  huudred  thousand 
francs.' 

"Such  a  proposal  seemed  far  too  advan- 
tageous to  be  treated  lightly."  continued 
Dumollard.  "They  gave  me  the  necessary 
instructions,  which  were  simple  enough.  I 
was  merely  to  look  out  for  young  females  in 
search  of  situations,  offer  them  first-rate 
wages,  and  oonduct  them  beyond  the  town. 

"A  week  later,  we  commenced  operations 
cn  the  Place  de  la  Charite.  My  first  attempt 
failed ;  but  the  second  woman  I?aooosted 
listened  to  my  story,  accepted  tho  pretended 
situation,  and  accompanied  me  from  the 
town.  At  tbe  end  of  the  suburb,  my  two 
employers  met  me.  I  pretended  to  have 
forgot  something,  and,  telling  the  girl  these 
gentlemen  were  friends  of  mine,  requested 
her  to  go  on  witb  them,  promising  to  over- 
take them  at  Neyron.  I  lingered  about  for 
three  hours,  when  the  men  returned,  and 
handed  me  a  parcel,  saying  that  it  was  a 
present  for  my  wife.  Opening  it,  I  found  a 
gown  and  chemise,  both  stained  with  blood. 
I  recognised  the  dress  of  the  woman  I  had 
brought,  and  demanded  what  had  become  of 
her?  'You  will  not  see  her  again/  was  tbe 
only  reply. 

"On  tbe  way  home,  I  washed  the  clothes 
in  the  fountain  at  Neyron,  and  gave  them  to 
my  wife,  saying  I  had  purohased  them  at 
Lyons. 

"I  never  knew  the  exact  place  in  which 
they  murdered  the  girl,  but  I  think  it  must 
have  been  near  the  bridge  Du  Barre,  and 
that  they  flung  the  body  into  the  Rhone.  I 
think  so,  because,  one  day  in  the  ensuing 
summer,  while  crossing  that  bridge  in  their 
company,  one  of  them  remarked  :  'We  have 
sent  two  bodies  under  this  bridge  already.' 
And  this  I  understood  to  imply  two  other 
murders,  anterior  to  that  I  have  mentioned, 

'■Nothing  remarkable  occurred  until  Feb- 
ruary, '55,  when  my  two  friends  met  me  by 
appointment  at  a  wine-shop,  and  brought 
with  them  a  young  female  of  dark  complex- 
ion, with  whom,  and  the  men,  I  set  forth, 
and  proceeded  as  far  as  the  road  leading 
from  Mirribel  to  Romaneche,  which  passes 
through  the  wood.  Here  I  sat  down,  declar- 
ing that  I  would  go  no  farther.  They  tried 
to  persuade  me  to  proceed,  but  finding  me 
determined,  presently  pursued  their  way, 
taking  with  them  the  girl. 

"  I  waited  two  hours.  No  cry  reached  my 
ears.  Still  I  had  a  presentiment  of  some- 
thing wrong.  The  men  returned  alone,  say- 
ing they  had  left  the  girl  at  a  farm.  As 
they  brought  no  clothes  with  them,  I  was 
inclined  to  believe  their  story.  We  then 
parted,  and  I  returned  home." 

[This  was,  no  doubt,  the  unfortunate  Ma- 
rie Baday.  j 

"Nothiug  occurred  for  two  years,  during 
which  1  had  occasional  interviews  with  my 
two  friends  :  at  length,  in  December,  '58,  I 
fell  iu  with  them  on  the  Quai  de  Perrache. 
They  told  me  ttiey  had  something  on  hand, 
would  I  come?  I  consented,  and  thoy  left 
me  ;  presently  returning  with  a  young  girl, 
with  whom  we  started  by  the  rail  for  Mont- 
lael. It  was  dark  when  we  arrived,  and  the 
men,  taking  ine  aside,  requested  me  to  guide 
them  to  some  secluded  spot,  indicating  the 
wood  of  Choisey.  I  told  them  it  was  too 
close  to  the  high  road  ;  it  would  be  bettor  to 
go  on  further.  Presently  we  reached  the 
edge  of  Moatmain  wood.  That,  I  told  them, 
would  do. 

"  They  left  me  seated  by  the  roadside. 
Soon  I  heard  one  loud  scream,  about  three 
hundred  yards  distant;  then  profound  si- 
lence. In  a  few  minutes  the  men  returned, 
bringing  a  silver  watch  and  some  clothes.  I 
told  them  I  had  heard  a  scream,  and  asked 
if  she  had  suffered  much?  '  No,'  they  an- 
swered ;  '  we  gave  her  one  blow  in  the  head 
and  another  in  the  side,  and  that  did  the 
business.' 

"  We  knew  that  the  body  of  Marie  Baday 
had  been  found,  and  it  was  judged  prudent 
to  bury  this  new  corpse.  I  therefore  ran  to 
ray  house  for  the  tools  and  at  the  same  time 
gave  ray  wife  the  watch  and  the  olothes, 
which  were  stained  with  blood.  She  asked 
ma  whence  they  came?  Thinking  that  if  I 
accused  othera  she  would  not  believe  me, 
aud  relying,  like  a  fool,  on  her  discretion,  I 


had  killed,  and  was  aboui  to  bury,  in  Mont- 
main  wood.  I  then  went  back  to  my  friends, 
who  dug  a  shallow  grave,  and  concealed  the 
body,  while  I  sat  by." 

(This  was  the  viclim — never  identified — 
whose  skeleton  was  exhumed,  as  before 
mentioned,  on  the  31st  July,  '01. ] 

Dumollard  referred  to  certain  other  at- 
tempts, which  had  failed,  owing  to  the  sus- 
picions of  the  intended  victims,  and  con- 
tinued : 

"  I  must  now  speak  of  this  girl,  Marie 
Eulalie  Bussod,  whose  body  lies  before  us. 
I  accosted  her  one  day  at  the  bridge  La 
Guillotiere,  and  asked  her  if  she  would  ac- 
cept a  good  place  in  the  country,  offering 
200  francs.  She  required  210,  and  we  went 
to  the  residence  of  her  sister  to  discuss  tbe 
matter,  where  I  agreed  to  her  terms.  At  the 
end  of  a  week  I  returned  and  escorted  ber 
to  the  station  at  Brotteaux,  where  I  bad,  in 
the  interim,  desired  my  two  employers  to 
meet  me.  They  eame,  and  I  introduced 
them  to  Marie  Bussod  as  friends  and  neigh- 
bors of  mine,  who  would  accompany  us  some 
distance  after  quitting  the  rail. 

"  It  was  dark  when  we  reached  the  Mont- 
lael, and  I  had  to  act  as  guide,  carrying  the 
girl's  irunk.  'What  a  lovely  creature!' 
whispered  one  of  my  friends  to  me  as  we 
set  out. 

"lied  tbe  way  toward  the  wood  Com- 
munes—a wild,  retired  spot — following  a 
path  almost  obliterated  toward  Croix  Martel. 
Here  I  hid  the  trunk  among  some  hushes, 
assuring  tbe  girl  I  would  return  for  it  in  the 
morning. 

"  Somehow,  at  this  point,  my  courage 
failed  me,  I  told  my  friends  I  could  go  no 
farther,  at  the  same  time,  however,  pointing

pickaxe  made  visible  some  boaes.   A  circular  reP,led  tu»*  they  h*d  M°°6«<i  to  •  g»»  I 


out  to  them  Communes  wood,  which  lay  but 
a  few  hundred  paces  distant.  In  two  hours 
the  men  leturned,  bringing  some  clothes  and 
a  pair  of  gold  ear-rings,  which  they  gave  me 
for  mv  wife.  I  inquired  what  they  had  done 
with  the  girl.  «  Oh,'  said  one, '  she  got  two 
blows  on  the  head  and  one  in  the  stomsch. 
She  made  no  great  outcry,'  I  thea  went 
home  for  a  spade,  and  the  men  buried  her 
here,  as  you  see. 

"  Marie  Pichon  would  have  suf 
same  fate,  had  not  my  two  employers  failed 
me  at  the  appointed  place.  I  did  not  wish 
to  do  her  any  harm.  On  the  contrary,  find- 
ing the  men  absent,  I  wisaed  to  get  rid  of 
her,  and  to  frighten  her,  threw  my  arms,  not 
a  cord,  as  she  affirms,  round  her  neck.  I 
was  glad  to  see  her  run  away.  At  least,  I 
thought,  they  will  not  get  this  one  ! 

"  Some  days  later,  finding  an  inquiry  on 
foot,  I  judged  it  prudent  to  destroy  the  effects 
of  the  girl  Bussod,  and  those  of  Pichon,  and, 
assisted  by  my  wife,  buried  them  accord- 
ingly in  tbe  wood  des  Ronillonnes. 

>'  Now  I  have  told  all.  I  have  nothing 
more  to  add." 

It  is  almost  needless  to  mention  that  tbe 
two  mysterious  persons  on  whom  be  affected 
to  lay  the  burden  of  these  atrocious  crimes, 
had  no  real  existence.  Unable  to  resist  the 
proof  of  his  own  complicity,  Dumollard,  as 
Rush  did  before  him,  saw  no  hope  of  escape, 
save  in  conjuring  up  some  individual  more 
guilty  than  himself. 

The  account  against  him  now  stood  as 
follow  : 

Three  women,  unknown,  murdered  and 
flung  into  the  Rhone. 

Murder  of  Marie  Baday  ;  body  found  in 

Murder  of  a  girl  unknown  ;  skeleton  found 
in  Monniain  wood. 

Murder  of  Marie  Bussod  ;  body  J 
Communes  wood. 

Attempts  at  robbery  and  assassination  on 
tho  persons  of  the  women  Charlety,  Alabert, 
Bourgeois,  Perrin,  Fargat,  Michel,  Pichon, 
and  three  others,  unidentified. 

Nor  is  it  to  be  supposed  that  he  confessed 
to  all  tbe  victims.  Without  dwelling  on  opin- 
ions which  carried  the  number  of  those  actually 
murdered  to  twelve,  sixtesn.  eighteen,  it  may 
be  gathered  from  hints  let  fall  at  intervals  by 
the  female  prisoner,  as  well  as  from  tbe  vast 
accumulation  of  clothes,  and  tbe  like  ( among 
which  were  numerous  articles  which  mast 
have  belonged  to  children  of  nine  or  ten  years 
oldj,  that  these  intermediate  periods  described 
by  Dumollard  as  presenting  "  nothing  remark- 
able," were  stained  with  deeds  as  horrible  as 
those  confessed  to— deeds  perhaps  never  to  be 
revealed  on  earth. 

The  trial  commenced  on  tbe  29th  of  January 
of  tbe  present  year,  at  the  assizes  of  tbe  Aiu- 
sitting  at  Bourg  ;  the  woman  Dumollard  being 
included  in  tbe  act  of  accusation.  It  lasted 
fonr  days.-  Through  tbe  politeness  of  tbe  offlV 
eials  it  was  not  difficult  for  a  stranger  to  ob- 
tain an  excellent  place  in  the  crowded  ball, 
and  the  temptation  of  witnessing  an  important 
French  criminal  trial  was  too  great  to  be  re- 
sisted by  the  passing  traveller,  who  writes  this 
account  of  it. 

The  proceedings  commenced  at  ten  o'clock, 
under  the  presidency  of  M.  Merilbat,  of  the 
Imperial  Coort  ol  Lyons  ;  tbe  procurour-gen- 
eral  on  his  right,  tbe  procureur  imperial  on  his 
left,  and  the  magistrates  of  Bour,  Trevoox, 
and  Montlael  on  the  bench  behind. 

A  short  pause,  and  tbe  prisoner  appeared, 
escorted  by  four  gendarmes,  his  wife  following. 

"  There  be  is  I  there  he  is  !  murmured  tbe 
assembly. 

"  Yes,  here  I  am,"  retorted  tho  prisoner, 
waving  his  hat,  as  a  popular  candidate  might 
at  an  election. 

He  was  placed  on  a  bench  at  a  little  dis- 
tance from  his  wife,  and  had  the  appearance  of 
a  hale  rustic  of  fifty  or  thereabouts ;  his  hair, 
beard,  and  mustache  thick  and  dark  ;  bis  nose 
aquiline ;  eyes  blue,  round,  and  very  promi- 
nent ;  his  whole  expression  singularly  calm  and 
self-possessed.  Tbe  swelling  on  his  upper  lip, 
by  which  be  had  been  more  than  once  identi- 
fied, was  very  apparent.  He  had  told  the  jailer 
that  it  was  occasioned  by  the  sting  of  a  pois- 
onous fly. 

The  phrenological  development  of  this  man 
presented  some  extraordinary  traits.  Tho  skull 
enormously  large  at  the  base,  sloped  upward 
and  backward,  until  it  terminated  almost  in  a 
cone — a  point  too  acute  to  bo  appreciated 
without  passing  the  hand  through  his  thiok 
hair.  The  organs  of  destructiveness,  circum- 
spection, self-reliance,  exhibited  the  mast 
marked  development.  In  front,  the  skull  rap- 
idly receding,  presented,  indeed,  a  forehead 
villainously  low.  From  tho  root  of  the  nose 
to  tbe  root  of  tbe  hair,  it  did  not  exceed  three 
inches.  The  otgans  of  comparison,  cansalty, 
identity,  &c.  were  all  but  imperceptible ;  nay, 
in  some  instances  presented  an  actual  depres- 
sion. In  a  word,  tbe  cruel,  brute-like  charac- 
ter of  the  head  was  due  rather  to  the  absence 
of  almost  every  good  feature,  than  to  the  ex- 
treme development  of  the  bad.  It  was  a  type 
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of  skull  commonly  found  among  nations,  jet 
beyond  the  pale  of  civilization. 

The  jury  having  been  empannelcd  and  two 
supplementary  jurors  havtug  been  chosen  by 
lot,  to  supply  the  places  of  any  who  might, 
trotn  illness  or  other  causes  be  disqualified 
from  sitting  out  the  trial,  the  indictment  was 
read. 

Scarcely  bad  the  last  word  dropped  from  the 
officer's  lips  than  Dumollard  rose  and  beckon- 
ed eagerly  to  his  counsel  M.  Lardiere.  The 
latter  approached. 

-  There  is  a  draught  of  air  somewhere,"  said 
the  prisoner,  "  which  really  annoys  me  exces- 
sively.  Can  nothing  be  done  to  remedy  it  ?" 

This  important  matter  arranged  to  the  pris- 
oner s  satisfaction,  the  list  of  witnesses — sev- 
enty in  number— was  read  aloud— all  (save 
one,  deceased,)  ouswering  to  their  names. 

Next  came  the  iuterrogatory  ;  that  doubt- 
ful  feature  in  the  otherwise  excellent  system  of 
French  criminal  procedure.  It  was  conducted, 
however,  io  the  present  instance,  with  dignity 
and  fairness.  Dumollard  was  questioned  on 
bis  domestic  relations. 

"  Your  father  was  a  Hungarian  ?" 

"Yes." 

«  What  became  or  bim  ?" 

u  I  cannot  say.  (Then,  hesitatingly  :)  If 
yon  insist  upon  my  explaining.  I  will." 

"  Certainly.   \  ou  are  here  to  explain.*' 

"  My  father  was  well-to-do  in  his  own  land. 
My  mother  told  me  that  in  1814  we  went  into 
Italy— to  Padua.   There  my  father  was  taken 

Srisoner  by  the  Austriaus.  We  never  saw 
ira  again." 

[A  horrible  story,  but  resting  on  very  sub- 
stantial proof,  and  fully  credited  at  Trevoux, 
held  that  Dumollurd's  father  hud  been  impli- 
cated in  a  plot  against  the  life  ol  the  Emperor 
of  Austria.  Ou  being  recognized  at  Padua, 
the  unhappy  man  wait  hastily  tried  and  sub- 
to  the  punishment  ol  "  ecartelemcot,' 


the  culprit  being  attached  to  four  horses 
and  dismembered.  | 

'  It  is  said  you  nave  been  accustomed  to  ill- 
treat  your  wife !" 

■•  Never.    Well,  sometimes,  when  she  has 
plagued  me  very  much  1  muy  have  forgotteu 
myself  for  a  moment." 
••  You  have  been  convicted  of  many  offences?" 
*  Once,  only." 

'•  How,  once  only  ?  We  have  here  the 
record  of  two  convictions,  at  least.  You  have 
no*  means,  yet  you  do  no  work.  Yoa  have 
borne  the  character  of  a  vagabond,  at  war 
with  society." 

"  Since  1  became  the  associate  or  those  two 
wretches  (the  fictitious  persons),  it  has,  iudeed, 
been  as  yon  say." 

"  Yoa  live  iu  singular  privacy,  forbidding 
your  wife  to  know  her  neighbors  :  a  rule  so 
"well  observed  that,  belore  your  arrest,  the 
mayor  of  your  commune  knew  nothing  of  you. 
You  returned  to  your  house  at  unusual  hours, 
using  a  pass-word,  •'  Uardi,'  as  one  of  your 
neighbors  will  prove." 

'•  1  may  have  done  so,  but  not  in  the  sense 
yoa  mean." 

(.Jiiestioned  as  to  the  Marie  Pichon,  the  pris- 
oner's account  corroborated  hers,  except  that 
he  reiterated  bis  assertion  that  bis  only  object 
was  to  frighten  her. 

"  Bat  she  declares  you  strove  to  strangle 
her  with  a  cord." 

"  That  is  raise.  If  I  had  had  such  a  pur- 
pose I  should  not  have  led  her  to  auy  place 
where  any  alarm  might  be  beard." 
••  Bat  why  lead  her  thither  at  all?" 
"  My  employers  said  to  me,  '  Eyes  are  upou 
yon  of  which  you  know  nothing.  If  yoa  be- 
tray ns  yoa  are  lost.'   That  alarmed  me." 

"  Yoa  bare  destroyed  many  of  the  effects  ot 
your  several  victims.  Why  Lave  yoa  allowed 
so  many  to  remain  ?" 

•'  I  preserved  those  articles,"  replied  the 
prisoner,  with  perfect  gravitv,  for  the  sake 
of  the  relations  of  the  decosed."  * 

Dumollard  being  removed,  his  wife  was 
brought  forward.  There  waa  nothing  no- 
ticeable in  her  appearance  or  demeanor. 

She  slated  in  reply  to  various  questidns, 
that  her  husband  had  twice  brought  her 
i  of  dress,  which  he  described  as  the 
ty  of  women  murdered  by  him.  She 
noticed  the  blood-marks,  bat  said  noth- 
ing to  her  husband,  with  whom  she  lived  on 
indifferent  terms.  He  was  Irequently  absent 
at  night,  returning  before  dawn  and  using  a 
watchword  as  staled.  Though  cognizant  oi 
his  guilty  practices,  she  continued  to  live 
turn,  being  completely  cowed  by  his 


The  production  in  court  of  the  stolen 
effects  was  the  uexi  scene  of  the  legal 
drama.  These  were  brought  forward  in  two 
immense  ubests,  bound  with  iron  clasps,  and 
sealed. 

"  Ait,  liens!"  murmured  the  assembly. 
"  Now  for  the  wardrobe  of  M.  Dumollard  ?" 

The  articles  were  sorted,  and  placed  chron- 
ologically in  heaps.  There  were  seventy 
handkerchiefs,  fifty-seven  pairs  of  stockings, 
twenty-eight  scarfs,  thirty-eight  caps,  ten 
corsets,  nine  gowns,  and  a  multitude  of  mis- 
cellaneous objects. 

Witness  alter  witness  then  entered  the 
box,  aud  delivered  their  testimony  with  sur- 
prising terseness  and  Inoidity.  Until  the 
evidence  of  each  was  complete,  no  inter- 
ruption was  offered,  unless  when  the  Presi- 
dent, observing  that  the  witness  was  merely 
corroborating  matters  already  amply  deposed 
to,  recalled  the  speaker  to  facts  beating  more 
immediately  on  the  case. 

Owing  to  this,  and  perhaps  in  some  degree 
to  the  French  facilities  of  expression,  the 
trial  proceeded  with  great  rapidity. 

The  sixth  witness,  Louis  Cochet,  was  an 
odd-looking  little  man,  with  a  very  excited 
manner.  He  was  Dumollard'*  next-door 
neighbor.  He  atuted  that  he  had  seen  the 
prisoner  come  home  at  two  in  the  morning, 
Carrying  a  trunk. 

f*  He  muttered  'Hardi !  hardi !'  at  the 
door,  and  waa  let  in.  The  next  day,  he  said 
to  Madame  (the  female  prisoner),  '  Aha,  I 
have  got  the  watchword!  1  shall  avail  my- 
self ot  Monsieur's  absence  to  call  when  it 


me  1'  Then  1  asked  what  he  did  abroad 
so  late?  She  grew  red,  und  said  dryly, 
'  He  bus  his  own  affairs.'  'Oh,  messieurs!' 
said  the  impressionable  little  witness  burst- 
ing into  tears.  '  I'm  nliv-one,  1  never  was 
iu  a  com i  ol  justice  before.  Now,  indeed, 
I  kuow  what  lngtitful  affairs  this  neighbor 
of  mine  dealt  in  I" 

The  seventeenth  witness,  Dr.  Mootvenonx, 
detailed  the  autopsy  of  the  body  of  Marie 
Bussed,  stating  his  belief  that  she  bad  been 
buried  nave. 

Hereupon,  the  prisoner's  counsel  rose  for 
the  first  time,

Dr.  Moutvenoux  alleged,  as  his  chief  rea 
sons,  that  the  wound  was  not  mortal,  nor 
even  severe ;  that  a  clod  of  outer  earth— not 
tbat  which  formed  the  sub-soil— was  grasp- 
ed in  the  hand  ;  and  that  the  teeth  were  set, 
as  if  in  agony. 

The  Court  now  adjourned  for  a  few  min- 
utes. Dumollard  look  a  huge  lump  of  bread 
and  cheese  from  his  pocket,  and  began  de- 
vouring it  with  the  appetite  ot  an  ogre.  At 
this  moment  his  eye  happened  to  fall  on 
Marie  Pichon,  who  was  moving  through  the 
court.  Faithful  to  his  plan  ot  defence,  he 
called  out  to  her : 

''Ah,  tualheureuse  !  Rut  for  me  you  would 
not  be  here  now.  Come  and  thank  me  for 
rescuing  you  from  those  villains." 

Tne  girl  made  no  reply  ;  but  htr  sister, 
who  accompanied  her,  retorted  with  such 
warmth  and  volubility  that  the  dialogue  was 
checked  by  the  othoer  of  the  court.  A  curi- 
ous little  episode  occurred  in  the  waiting 
room.  Marie  Pichon,  who  was  evidently  re- 
garded as  the  heroine  of  the  hour,  and  was 
distinguished  by  a  very  pleasing  counten- 
ance and  ingenuous  manner,  had  been  pre- 
vailed upon  by  a  photogrupher  sent  from 
Paris  to  sit  for  her  picture.  Just  as  she  bad 
taken  her  positiou,  a  respectably-dressed 
woman  forced  her  Way  through  the  crowd, 
and,  running  up  to  Pichon,  implored  her  to 
forbore,  reminding  tur,  iu  accordance  with 
a  popular  belief  which,  it  seems  existed, 
that  all  women  who  have  become  associated 
in  a  marked  manner  with  great  criminal  pro- 
cesses— such  as  Nina  Lassave,  Fieschi's 
mistress,  "Madame"  Lacenaire,  and  others- 
came  to  some  melancholy  end. 

Marie  Pichon  started  ;  '*  Ah,  uion  Dieu  ! 
monsieur,  spare  me.  Do  not  put  me  beside 
that  wretch!"  she  exclaimed,  and  was  in- 
crowd.

pearance.    The  twenty-right  chief  questions  were 
for  the  most  part  supplemented  by  other  questions, 
each  requiring  a  separate  answer,  such  as  : 
"With  violence  V' 
"  During  the  night  V 
"  With  premeditation  ?" 

"On  the  public  highway  I"  And  like  questions. 
In  all  there  proved  to  be  sixty-seven  affirmative 
and  seventeen  negative  answers—the  former  em- 
bracing all  the  material  charges. 

The  effect  of  this  complicated  verdict  was  the 
conviction  <»f  both  prisoners,  with  (by  a  majority) 
attenuating  circumstances  in  fsvor  of  tbe  woman. 

For  the  first  time  during  the  proceedings  Dumol- 
lard's coolness  seemed  to  desert  him.  His  coun- 
tenance became  perfectly  livid,  his  eyes  glared 
wildly  round.  At  this  moment,  perhaps,  the  full 
horror  of  his  position  first  revealed  itself  to  his 
stubborn  intelligence.  There  occurred,  too,  one 
of  those  dramatic  pauses  which  give  time  for  a 
peculiar  interest  and  solemnity  to  impress  itself 
ineflaceably  on  the  memory.  Throughout  the 
dimly  lighted  court  nothing  was  to  be  seen  bat 
bowed  hesds  or  stern,  still  faces,  waiting  for  tbe 
word  of  doom  ,-  not  without  a  sense  of  that  hu- 
miliation whieh  even  in  the  very  set  of  justice  con- 
fesses with  reluctance  the  possibility  of  guilt  so 
monstrous,  in  the  human  form.  Hunger  makes 
the  wolf  savage,  "yet  with  his  kind  he  geutly 
doth  consort."  Here  was  a  man  who,  to  pamper 
the  loweat  passions  ot  which  nature  is  susceptible, 
I  had  literally  waded  in  the  blood  of  the  most  help- 
less and  innocent  of  his  kind. 

It  was  the  voice  of  the  Prooureur-General  that 
broke  the  hush,  praying  the  Court  to  grant  the 
I  application  of  certain  articles  of  the  peaal  code. 
The  prisoners,  called  upon  to  add  what  they 
i  pleased  to  their  defence,  made  no  reply. 
|    Then,  the  President,  after  reading  the  articles 
applicable  to  the  case,  pronounced  the  fatal  judg- 
i  meet.

beings.  How  some  of  these  points  of  vantage 
were  gained  at  ail,  or  how  descended  from,  were 
questions  only  to  be  resolved  by  those  who  aaw 
the  proeess.  We  were  Informed  thousands  had 
been  content  ta  pass  the  long  chill  night  in  these 
positions. 

Dumollard  hid  alighted  at  the  Town  Hall,  and 
waa  warming  himself  comfortably  at  the  fire  in 
the  Council  chamber.  A  magistrate  .present  ex- 
horted him  to  confess  whstever  remained  upon 
his  mind  in  reference  to  the  crimes  for  which  he 
was  to  suffer.  The  criminal  made  no  other  reply 
than: 

"  I  am  innocent.  It  is  unlucky,  but  1  am  sacri- 
ficed for  the  guilt  of  others." 
M.  Carrel,  the  cure  of  Montlael.  entered. 
"Ah,  good  morning,  M.  Carrel!"  said  Dumol- 
lard "  I  have  heard  much  good  of  you.  It  was 
from  your  hands  that  at  sixteen  I  received  my 
first  communion." 

8ome  further  futile  efforts  were  made  to  induce 
him  to  confess.    One  singular  answer  was  noted  : 
"  If  others  have  buried  bodies  in  my  vineyard,

giil,  who  with  two  other  sisters,  appeared  in  quilly ;  though  for  the  preceding  four  his  rest  had 


deep  mourning,  and  testified  the  most  pro* 
found  grief.  It  was  necessary  that  she 
should  identify  the  clothes  of  the  deceased  j 
aud  us  each  familiar  garment,  stained  with 
blood,  was  in  turn  held  up,  the  tears  and 
sobs  of  the  witnesses  redoubled,  and  deeply 
affected  the  auditory.  The  prisoners  alone 
preserved  their  calmness. 

"Do  you  recollect  this  dress?"  asked  the 
President,  ol  Dumollard. 

"Oh,  pcriectly." 

''Ami  you,  Marianne  Dumollard?" 
"Of  course,  I  have  worn  it." 
''Have  you  not  also  worn  a  cap  with  marks 
of  blood  V 

"Certainly  not,  I  should  have  traced  it," 
said  tbe  woman. 

"You  fully  recognize  the  prisoner?"  asked 
the  president  of  the  weeping  witness. 

"  Recognize  bim  !"  shrieked  tbe  poor  girl, 
wringiug  her  hands  with  wild  passion.  •'  The 
miscreaut,  the  monster !  lie  killed  my  sister— 
my  poor  Ealalie !  Hat  it  is  I  loo — /  that  am 
guilty.  O,  moo  Dieu  !  mon  Dieu  !  I  believed 
him.  I  trusted  bim.  I  made  ber  go  with 
him— to  death— to  death— and  what  a  death  ! 

Sbe  was  carried  out  fainting.  A  gentleman 
sitting  near  stated  that  since  the  discovery  of 
ber  sister's  fate,  sbe  had  never  ceased  to  ac- 
cuse herself  in  this  manner  as  a  sort  of  accom- 
plice. 

The  procureur  general  gave  a  brief  summary 
of  tbe  case,  claiming  the  extreme  penalty  of 
tbe  law  against  both  tbe  prisoners. 

"  One,"  be  concluded,  "as  tbe  participator 
in  all  tbe  robberies,  the  confederate  of  all  the 
horrors  tbat  bad  preceded  them.  Tbe  other  as 
a  habitual,  professed  assassin,  whose  life  bos 
been  one  long  outrage  and  defiance  of  all  laws, 
divine  and  human.  Steeped  in  infamy — enemy 
alike  of  the  living  and  the  dead— he  has  made 
no  singly  pause  in  bis  career  of  crime,  ner  can 
any  penalty  of  roan's  enactment  attain  tbe 
standard  of  bis  deserts." 

Damollard's  advocate.  M.  Lardiere.  followed, 
and  commenced  his  address  in  a  manner  de- 
cidedly French. 

"In  tbe  secluded  village  of  Dagneux,  lately 
so  obscure,  to-day  so  notorious,  there  stands, 
fronting  the  chnrchv  a  modest  tomb,  wherein 
reposes  all  that  is  mortal  of  those  I  loved  best 
on  earth— my  father  and  my  mother.  Since 
the  period  that  the  exigencies  ol  my  professional 
career  have  forbidden  me  to  kneel  at  that  cher- 
ished shrine,  memory  has  dsily  pictured  to  me 
those  happy  shades,  that  simple,  quiet  com- 
munity, amongst  whom  the  soft  joys  of  earlier 
youth  were  tasted." 

The  excellent  advocate  in  less  euphonious 
phrase,  proceeded  to  explain  tbat  Dumollard, 
recollecting  his  name  in  connection  with  tbe 
place,  hud  written  to  bim,  entreating  him  to 
undertake  his  defence. 

"  Perhaps  it  is  a  first  expiation  on  tbe  part 
of  this  unhappy  man,"  remarked  Monsieur  L. 
with  almost  overwhelming  modesty,  "  tbat  he 
should  have  selected  my  weak  aid,  instead  ol 
tbat  of  some  more  distinguished  member  of  the 
bar,  whose  hospitality  I  am  now  enjoying." 

Monsieur  L.  made  no  effort  to  rebut  the 
evidence,  resting  his  defence  on  the  ground  of 
those  social  defects  which  cast  men  like  Du- 
mollard, unheeded  loose  upon  tbo  world  from 
their  cradles ;  while,  at  the  satno  time,  the 
growing  aversion  to  capital  puntsment  weak- 
ens the  sole  barrier  by  which  the  passions  of 
snch  men  are  restrained.  Shall,  then,  society 
wreak  mortal  vengeance  upon  a  deed  for  which 
it  is  itself  in  some  measure  responsible  ? 

Tbo  counsel  of  the  female  prisoner,  M.  Vil- 
lencuvo,  delivered  a  lonjf  and  very  eloquent 
address,  and,  having  better  materials  to  work 
with,  made  a  decided  impression  on  the  court 
and  jury. 

The  President  gave  an  impartial  summing 
up,  and  concluded  by  submitting  to  the  jury 
twenty-eight  distinct  questions,  bearing  upon 
the  various  acts  of  murder,  robbery,  &c, 
charged  in  the  indictment. 

It  was  4  o'clock  on  the  fourth  day,  when  the 
jury  withdrew  to  their  consultations.  The  prison- 
ers were  removed,  snd  groups,  forming  in  every 
part  of  the  court,  eagerly  disoussed  the  case.  No 
doubt  was  felt  as  to  Dumollsrd.  The  strongest 
opponents  of  capital  punishment  seemed  on  this 
occasion  to  hsve  laid  aside  their  prejudices.  As 
an  illustration  of  this,  a  gentleman  who  had  been 
summoned  among  the  jury,  but  was  not  one  of 
thoae  on  whom  the  lot  fell,  observed: 

"  1  have  never  been  able  to  condemn  a  man  to 
death,  but  In  spite  of  the  scruples  I  have  alwaya 
felt  and  expressed  as  to  the  inviolability  of  human 
life,  I  would  in  this  instance  have  signed  with  both 
hands  for  the  guillotine." 

la  the  meantime,  the  individual  most  nearly 
concerned  was  taking  refreshments,  and  chatting 
easily  with  thoae  around  bim  -,  but  he  neither  ad- 
dressed nor  even  looked  at  his  wife,  who  sat  at  a 
little  distance  weeping  bitterly. 

Two  hoars  and  a-half  had  elapsed,  when  the 
door  leading  to  the  jury-ohamber  swung  open,  and 
the  twelve  re-entered,  the  foreman  carrying  a  large 
scroll,  which  he  handed  to  the  President.  There 


been  broken  by  convulsive  tossings  to  and  fro. 

"Well,  Dumollard.  how  goes  it?  '  said  bis  advo- 
cate, entering  bis  cell  next  morning. 
••As  one  who  expects  to  die,"  was  the  answer. 
"  It  remains  then  to  make  a  good  end ;  let  that 
be  the  first  expiation  of  your  crimes." 

Neither  to  such  exhortations,  nor  to  the  earnest 
counsels  of  the  excellent  Abbe  Beroud,  vicar  of 
Bourg,  who  paid  him  many  visits,  did  the  unhappy 
wretch  give  any  heed. 

"  I  shall  do  nothing  with  bim,"  said  the  good 
priest,  mournfully.  "  The  mind  is  too  coarse  and 
brntified.  It  ta  not  with  him  as  with  others,  where 
darkness  and  light  are  at  least  mingled  in  the 
soul.    Here,  it  is  one  profound  obscurity." 

Nevertheless,  he  did  not  relax  his  efforts ;  and, 
as  Dumollard  exercised  hi*  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Court  of  Caasation,  opportunity  was  not  wantinc- 

Dumollard'a  cell  was  shared  by  four  or  five  oth- 
ers, condemned  to  different  terms  of  imprison- 
ment. These  sometimes  flattered  him  with  hopes 
of  success  in  his  appeal. 

"  In  twenty  days,"  he  answered,  'T  shall  either 
lose  my  head,  or  be  act  at  liberty ,-  but  I  would 
rather  die  than  be  sent  to  Cayenne  or  even  kept 

Ihis  speech  betrayed  two  misapprehensions  on 
the  criminal's  part  One,  that  a  certain  time  must 
elapse  before  the  execution  of  a  capital  sentence, 
whereas  the  law  assigns  none ;  the  other,  tbat  a 
favorable  decision  of  the  appeal  court  ends  all 
proceedings,  and  sets  a  prisoner  free.  Whereas 
it  merely  remits  the  case  to  a  new  jury. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  of  February  his  appeal 
was  rejected ;  the  report  being  accompanied  by 
that  recommendation  to  mercy  without  which  no 
capital  sentence  ia  France  is  carried  into  execu- 
tion 

The  report  waa  then  submitted  to  the  minister 
and  to  the  Emperor,  who  wrote  upon  it,  "  II  n'y  a 
lien  "—there  is  no  room  (».  <•  for  pardon )— and 
the  magistrates  and  officials  of  Montlael  received 
orders  to  execute  the  sentence  within  twenty-four 
hoars.  The  executioner  of  Orenoble  was  directed 
to  assist  his  colleague  of  Lyons. 

On  Friday  eveaing,  the  seventh  of  March,  the 
guillotine  was  taken  from  the  vaults  below  the  Pa- 
lais de  Justice,  placed  upo.:  a*  immense  car  «nd 
transported  to  Montlael :  whither  a  large  detach- 
ment of  lancers  had  already  proceeded  to  pre- 
serve order  among  the  immense  multitudes  that 
came  flocking  from  every  part  of  the  country.  At 
four  o'clock  that  same  evening  the  criminal  re- 
ceived intimation  that  he  waa  to  die  on  the  morrow. 
He  turned  deadly  pale ;  but  soon  recovered  his 
habitual  indifference,  and  only  replied  that  it  was 
what  he  had  expected  Hia  confessor  waa  then 
introduced,  and  remained  with  him  half  an  hour. 
About  to  leave,  he  suggested  to  the  condemned 
man  that  the  time  had  arrived  when,  if  ever,  be 
should  exchange  forgiveness  and  reconciliation 
with  his  wife,  offering  at  the  same  time  to  ob- 
tain permission  for  his  release  from  irons.  Du- 
mollard assented,  and  the  interview  took  place 
immediately— the  male  prisoner  remaining  calm 
and  unmoved  as  ever — the  woman  deaplr  agitated. 
After  this  the  two  sat  down  to  partake  uf  their  last 
mea|  together;  an  abundant  supper,  provided  at 
the  cost  of  the  good  priest,  who,  though  it  was 
fast-day,  permitted  them,  "in  the  present  conjunc- 
ture of  circumstances,"  to  eat  what  they  pleased. 
Of  this  license,  Dumollard  (again  like  Rush)  svailed 
himself  to  the  utmost  limit  of  human  appetite. 
Beef,  pork,  cutlets,  and  especially  puddings,  dis- 
appeared under  hia  efforts  with  a  rapidity  that 
struck  with  amasement  the  spectators  of  that 
gloomy  feast.  He  seemed  to  consider  the  time  too 
preeious  to  be  wasted  in  conversation ;  bat,  never- 
theless, found  opportunity  now  and  then  to  ad- 
dress a  word  of  comfort  to  his  wife,  whose  sobs  in- 
terrupted the  rep.«st. 

"Patience,  patience ;  yoa  are  fretting  about  me ; 
bat  it  a  waste' of  grief;  yoa  see  I  don't  oar*.  As 
for  you,  you  have  to  remain  twenty  years  in  prison. 
Be  careful  of  the  little  money  1  shall  leave  you. 
Take  some  wine  now  and  then.  But  mind  I  On 
your  liberation,  do  not  go  back  to  Dsgneux,  where 

{our  family  would  not  weleome  you.  Remain  at 
)ijon.  By-the-by,"  he  added,  aa  if  an  important 
idea  had  struck  him,  "don't  forget  to  reckon  with 
Bertbet — she  owes  you  for  so  many  days'  work  ; 
that  will  be  seventeen  francs,  less  five  sous  " 

At  half-past  ten  at  night,  the  vehicle  whioh  was 
to  convey  Dumollard  to  Montlael  arrived  at  the 
prison.  Embracing  his  wife  for  the  last  time,  he 
quietly  mounted,  accompanied  by  his  confessor, 
and  escorted  by  two  gendarmes. 

"Holla!"  aald  the  criminal,  who  seemed  to  have 
a  peculiar  aversion  to  cold  air.  "This  is  very 
annoiing,  I  am  chilled  to  death." 

"Here,  pere  Dumollard,"  said  a  good  natured 
gendarme,  "by  a  lucky  foresight  I  brought  my 
blanket."  ' 
Once  made  comfortable,  the  prisoner  seemed  to 
desire  nothing  more.  Through  the  whole  length 
of  that  ghastly  journey,  his  was  the  only  unruffled 
spirit  ot  the  party.  Ho  conversed  incessantly,  but 
without  effort  or  bravado,  describing  the  localities, 
the  distance  from  point  to  point  of  places  mention- 
ed at  the  triul,  etc  .  with  a  cool  minuteness  which, 
under  the  circumstances,  and  with  the  accompani- 
ment of  sickly  moon-gleams,  the  howling  March 
wind,  and  the  dull  rumble  of  the  carriage  that  bore 
the  culprit  nearer  and  nearer  to  hia  doom,  atruck 
his  companions  with  awe. 

It  was  half-past  one  in  the  morning  as  they  en- 
tered Chalamont,  a  mile  or  twe  short  of  Montlael, 
and  hore  the  crowd  had  become  so  dense  as  to 
create  aome  difficulty  in  passing.  Yells  and  ex- 
ecrations resounded  on  every  side.  Some  women 
forced  their  way  up  to  the  vehicle,  flashing  their 
lanterns  Into  the  face  of  the  criminal.  The  Abbe 
Beroure  warmly  remonstrated,  rebuking  their  In- 
decent curiosity,  and  exorting  tbem  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  act  of  justice  about  to  be  done.  Thus, 
through  maasea  of  living  beings,  miles  in  length, 
the  cortege  approached  Montlael. 

The  scaffold  had  been  erected  during  the  night 
in  the  widest  piece  of  public  ground— the  Place 
Bourgeat— and  now  stood  ready  in  the  center  of  a 
perfect  forest  of  bayonets  and  drawn  aabres.  Be- 
yond the  military  square,  every  visible  inch,  from 
greund  to  chimney  top,  was  packed  with  living 


gained  hia  self  command.  One  final  effort  to 
obtain  confession,  or  at  least  admission  of  his 

3 uilt,  met  with  the  former  result,  and  this  extraor- 
inary  offender,  persevering  to  the  last  in  bis  war 
with  justice  and  society,  marched  forth  to  his 
doom. 

The  shout  that  rent  the  air.  as  he  appeared, 
might  have  been  heard  for  miles.  The  silenoe 
that  succeeded  was  the  more  appalling.  Dumol- 
lard's lipa  moved  as  in  prayer.  The  priests  bent 
forward,  caught  and  earnestly  re-echoed  the  soli- 
tary accents : 

"Jesus !  Maria !  Pray  for  me  !"
